amongſt Writers of Travels, to en- 
tertain my Readers with an Account 

of my Birth, Parentage and Education, 
have too often myſelf, in reading the 


| T is not my Intention, as is common 


Works of others, been ſurfeited with ſuch 


- 
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Impertinencies. For what is it to the 
Reader, whether the Author was born in 
the North or South of England, whether 
his Father was a fat Man or a lean one, 
a Cobler or a Perſon of an independent 
Fortune? Or whether the Author himſelf 
was born on a Sunday or a Monday? when 
at the ſame Time, it does not much ſig- 
nify whether he had ever been born at all. 
However, it will be neceſſary to ſay thus 
much of myſelf; that I was born a younger 
Brother, and met with the ſame Fate that 
thoſe Gentry generally do, viz. to ſtarve 
for Want; whilſt he that had the good 
Luck to come into the World firſt, is 
riding in his Coach and fix. 


*Tis true, I had a ſmall Fortune, about 
the Quarter of one Year's Income of the 
Eſtate, but it did not laſt long; and when 
that was gone, by being burthenſome to 
my Relations they ſoon grew tired of me, 
and ill-natured Things being told them, 
ſuch as, that if T had not been ane,

I might have liv'd comfortably upon the 
Intereſt of my Fortune; that if a Per- 
ſon cannot live within his Circumſtances 
he ought to ſtarve, and many others of 
the ſame ſort: I ſay by theſe means I was 
at laſt entirely deſerted by them, and 
Miſery ſoon follow'd. But what gave me 
the greateſt Uneaſineſs was, to find that 
thoſe Perſons who had helped to run out my 
Fortune, were the very People that did me 
the worſt Offices. One in particular, whom 


I had entirely ſupported whilſt my Money 


laſted, being now come into Affluence by 
the Death of an old Aunt, was at the 
Head of thoſe that rail'd the moſt againſt 
me; and I verily believe that he was the 
chief Inſtrument of my Diſgrace: but I 
ſhall have Occaſion to mention him, at 
the End of this Hiſtory, 


Being now without a Friend in the 
World to aſſiſt me, I began to think of 
ſome Method to get my Bread, but 
found it a difficult Taſk, having never

My Mind was now quite at eaſe; and 
amongſt the few of my Acquaintance that 
remained, (after my being reduced in my 
Circumſtances) I was furniſhed with a 
little Money to ſupply me with proper 
Neceſlaries for the Voyage. One Morning 
I met the Captain at Will's Coffee- Houſe, 
in Scotland- Yard, when he told me, it 
would be proper I ſhould ſet out for 
Portſmouth (his Ship then lying at Spithead 
as ſoon as poſſible, having received Orders 
to fail immediately. He was ſo kind to 
order me not to lay in any Proviſions for 
my own Uſe, as he intended his Table

fhould be mine during the Voyage. He 
was likewiſe pleaſed to ſay that I might 
have Occaſion for a little Money, and 
molt generouſly put ten Guineas into my 
Hand. I made as proper Acknowledg. 
ments to him for his Kindneſs as I was 
able, and he left me to go over to the 
Admiralty to receive his laſt Inſtruc- 
tions. 


I employ*d the Remainder of the Day 
in buying ſuch Neceſſaries as I thought I 
might have Occaſion for, and the next 
Morning I ſet out for Portſmouth, where 
J arriv'd about five in the Afternoon. I 
had fcarcely got a little Refreſhment after 
my Journey, before I ſaw the Captain 
(in his Poſt Chaife) enter the Yard of 
the Inn I had put up at; I immediately 
waited upon him, and he expreſs'd his 
Approbation of my ſo punctually obeying 


his Orders. 
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As the Wind was then fair, he took 
me in his own Barge on board, where 
being ſoon furniſh'd with a Cabbin upon 
the Quarter Deck, I began to get my 
Things into it, which before I had com- 
pleated, I found the Ship was under Sail, 
As nothing material happen'd in our Paſ- 
ſage, unleſs the great Civilities I reccived 
from the Captain, I ſhall not trouble my 
Reader with any Particulars, only that 
after a ſhort and pleaſant Voyage, we 
arriv'd ſafely at Naples, to which Place 
we were order'd to fail directly.

At laſt the Day came 
for our viſiting this wonderful Vulcano. 
The Captain had provided proper Guides, 
who conducted us to the Top, at leaſt as 
far as any ever ventured to go. But as the 
Entrance or Mouth of the Mountain 
ſeem'd quite calm, and little or no Smoke 
iſſued out of it, I had a great Deſire to 
venture farther, and if poſſible to look 
into the Opening ; but the Guides adviſed 
me againſt it, as it might be attended with 
bad Conſequences: however, my Curioſity 
was ſo great, that notwithſtanding the 
Captain himſelf endeavour'd to perſuade.

I lay under the greateſt Obligations. For 
I muſt own, that if the Captain had been 
my own Brother, he could not have be- 
haved in a more affectionate Manner to 
me than he did, both before and during 
our whole Voyage. 


It is impoſſible to deſcribe the Variety 
of Appearances that ſtruck my Eye during 
my Deſcent, ſometimes I was ſurrounded 
with nothing but Fire and Smoke, and 
the next Minute with a Brilliancy that 
' ſurpaſſed any Thing I had ever ſeen, 
which 1 imagine proceeded from the great 
Quantities of Jewels, with which the Sides 
of this Cavern were ſtored, 


If it was poſſible (in the Situation I was 
in) to form a Conjecture how faſt I fell, 


I believe it was about a Mile every 
Minute. After I had been about an 
Hour and a half in this Situation, to my

Head was downwards. At that Sight I 
verily thought J had fell through the whole 
Diameter ot the Globe, and was arrived 
at the Antipodes ; but it proved otherwiſe, 
as will appear in the Sequel. 


At laſt I got to the End of this vaſt 
Pit or rather Hole, when I found myſelf 
in the open Air, but ſurrounded with a

The reſplendent Glory was ſo great, 
and affected my Eyes ſo much, that I 
thought I ſhould have loſt the Uſe of 
them.

I muſt ſoon have periſhed, by having my 
Breath ſqueez'd out of my Body, had I 
not been miraculouſly preſerved, as you 
will ſee in the next Chapter, 
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Am relieved by a venerable old Perſon, 
He conducts me to his Houſe, carries

I beg my Reader's Pardon for inſerting 
any Part of a Language that is un- 
known to him; but I thought, on this 
Occaſion, it might be neceſſary : how- 
ever, I promiſe him for the future, that 
I will make uſe of no other Language 
than plain En ib. As I have now ar- 
riv'd at the Knowledge of their Tongue,

Tr will be neceſſary to let my Readers 
A know where I am all this while; in 
ſhort in that World that is plac'd directly 
in the Centre of our Earth. The Space 
that I had fallen thro* was as deep as the 
Cruſt of our World is thick, which is a 
little more than a hundred Miles. When 
I got thro? that, I arriv'd in the Regions 
peculiar to this Central World, which by 
its attractive Quality continued drawing 
me towards it, *till ſuch Time as I arrived 
upon its Surface, as before related. As 
this is ſufficient at preſent to premiſe,

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1] ſhall proceed to my Promiſe in the 
Foregoing Chapter, viz. to give an Ac.

As to their Meals they have (as we) 
three, the firſt about eight in the Morn-

fied. Their Foed conſiſts entirely on the 
Productions of the Earth, as Roots of 
various Sorts, with Plenty of the moſt 
delicious Fruits, which are in Seaſon all 
the Year round. They never kill any 
living Creature for Food, nor is any Vice 
held in more Deteſtation amongſt them 
than Luxury of any Sort. So much for 
the preſent concerning their Eating.

As to their Manner of Sleeping, they 
never lye on any thing better than a Sort 
of Mattraſs, but much harder than our 
hardeſt, neither do they uſe any Thing to 
cover them, but a Rugg or Quilt. This 
Manner of lying makes them very hardy, 
and their Temperance in Eating and 
Drinking renders them ſo healthy, that a 
Man is only reckon'd middle-aged at an 
Hundred and Fifty, many living to three 
Hundred and upwards, 


This is all that is neceſſary to ſay on 
theſe Subjects: 1 ſhall now proceed to 
more material ones. But before I go any 
farther, I will juſt mention their Dreſs, 
They wear a ſort of Petticoat from their 
Waiſt downwards to their Ancles, their 
Shoes are made of Leather, but ſo large 
and eaſy, that I dare ſay they never have 
Corns. They wear their own Hair to a 
great Length, and likewiſe their Beards, 
it being reckon'd among them the 

greateſt 
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| greateſt Piece of Impiety to deſtroy or 


make away with what God has been pleas'd 
to give them; for as I have, in the Time I 
ſtay'd with them, often had Occaſion-to 
mention ſome particular Cuſtoms in our 


World, I never could find that they ever 
| look'd upon any with ſo much Contempt 


and Diſdain, as the altering and end-2- 


vouring to amend the Manner in which it 
has pleas'd our Creator to form us, 


For, ſay they, can God act inconſiſtently ? 


Can infinite Goodneſs and Perfection 
create us with Hair on Purpoſe that we 
| mould cut it off? and attempt to mend 
by Art, what is finiſhed by an all. wiſe 
ind omnipotent Hand. 


The female Sex have no Beards, and 


why? For Reaſons beſt known to their 
Creator, who is Perfection in all his 
Works. By the ſame Propriety of Reaſon 
chat we cut off our Beards and (contrary 
do the Intent of him who form'd us) ap- 
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pear ſmock-faced and: effeminate. The 
fair Sex ſhould add long Beards to their 
Chins, and by that Means alter the Intent 
of; him, who is all Wiſdom and beſt knows 
our Wants, and what is, and what is not, 
proper for us, 


I muſt own that theſe Reaſons were ſo 
ſtrong, that I had ſeldom any Reply to 
make, but as I ſhall frequently have Oc- 
caſion to mention various of their Cuſtoms, 
I muſt defer further Particulars, till a 
proper Seaſon, and finiſh what this Di- 
greſſion put a Stop to, I mean their 
Dreſs.

Wearer. 


By this Means they are eaſy, the Blood 
has a free Circulation, and various Diſ- 
orders are prevented, which are too often 
amongſt us occaſioned by bracing ourſelves 
up, and as far as in us lies, preventing the 
Intent of our exquiſite Formation, 


The Women wear almoſt the ſame 
Dreſs as the Men, only they have no Tur- 
bants, and their Hair, which is very long, 
hangs careleſsly down their Shoulders.

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As ſoon as I was up the next Morning 
T waited on my kind Hoſt, who I found 
with his Wife, Son, and the reſt of his 
Family. After a very good Breakfaſt,

By this Means we are much 
better acquainted with your earthly 
Brethren than you are yourſelves, who 
can judge only by Appearances. Often 
do you claſp that Man to your Boſom as 
a Friend, who at the ſame Time is your 
greateſt Enemy, and only profeſſes Friend- 
ſhip, whilſt you have wherewithal to 
make him welcome; but when that fails, 
he will not only deſert you, but leave 
you to ſtarve in a Dungeon, and pretend 
he never heard your Name. Theſe Things 
and worſe are common in your World; 
J have often made an Excurſion: thither 
myſelf, and having the Gifts, I before 
mention'd, have ſeen Things greatly un- 
worthy of thoſe Beings, that are, as we, 
made after the Image of our Creator, 
Perhaps at a proper Time I may tell you 
Tome Particulars, but for the Preſent we 
will confine ourſelves to what relates to 
the World we are now upon, and which 
is the Centre of your Globe, I thank'd 
him, and he thus proceeded,

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My Son, for I will no longer call thee 
Son of Earth, which is (and very de- 
ſervedly) amongſt us an infamous Title; 
but for the Future I will only call thee 
Son, and I am ſufficiently aſſur'd thou 
wilt deſerve that Name: therefore attend. 


The World on which we live is the 
very Centre of that Globe you call the 
Earth, and as I ſhall as far as poſſible 
confine my Deſcription to your Ideas, I 
will call it a vaſt Magnet or Loadſtone; 


Which by its attractive Quality draws 


every Thing in your World towards it, 


and the nearer you approach its Surface 


the greater on Courſe muſt be the Power 
of its Attraction, You may remember 
that when I firſt ſaw you, you ſeem'd

This you have experienc'd, 
and I have aſſiſted you; therefore, in caſe 
an Incident of this Sort, ſhould ever 
happen to you whilſt you are amongſt us, 
and that you ſhould find one of your own 
Brethren in the ſame Situation I did you, 


take this Bottle and aſſiſt thoſe that may 


be in the like Diſtreſs, I accepted the 
Phial with many Thanks, and he thus 
proceeded, 


I am very ſenſible that you Earthly 
Inhabitants think that God has created 
nothing but your World to be inhabited), 
and that you are the great Lords thereof; 
that the Sun, the Moon, Stars and Pla- 
nets, were made only to enlighten the 


Grain of Sand that you inhabit. But 


know, vain Mortals, that there is no 
End

End of Creation, and that every Pebble, 


every Leaf, nay the moſt minute Thing 
that can be conceiv'd, is a World to 
Millions. In a Drop of Water no larger 


than a Pin's Point, with ordinary Glaſſes, 


you may diſcover Numbers of living 
Creatures of various Sizes and different 
Structures. If we ſee theſe ſmall Parts 
of the Creation ſo plentifully ſtock'd 


with Inhabitants, how can we imagine 


that the vaſt Bodies that fill the Regions 


of unlimited Space were only form'd for 


us to gaze upon, and not full of Beings 
to glorify the great Author of their Ex- 


iſtence! Every Part of Creation is ab- 
ſolutely neceſſary to keep together the 
Whole; and like the Wheels in a Clock, 


if the minuteſt is remov'd, it puts a 
Stop to the whole Movement. For this 
Reaſon a Fly is of as much Uſe in that 
Part of Creation which it is ordain'd to 
fill, as a Monarch is in that which he is 
Our Central Globe is abſolutely requiſite 
a ihe the very Being of your World. If 
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there was no attractive Power, to keep 
all Things in Order, how could any 
Thing exiſt ? Your Towns, your Houſes, 
your very ſelves, inſtead of adhering to 
the Surface, would float in the Air, and 
have no Reſting Place. The Accident 
that brought you here, has made you, 
in one particular, wiſer than your greateſt 
Men ; for they, with all their puzzling, 
could never find out what the Centre 
was compos'd of; with the Particulars 
of which you are now made acquainted. 


J told him, that it was true, ſeveral 
weak Minds in our World did think 
every Thing was created for their Uſe 
only, but that many others were of a 
much better Way of Thinking, and well 
fatisfy*d that the Planets were inhabited, 
and that the fixed Stars were Suns with 
Worlds revolving round them ; that Crea- 
tion was without End, and all Space ſtored 
with Beings to ſing their great Creator's 
Praiſe. That as to what was at the Centre

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of our World, it had been Matter of 


great Diſpute amongſt the Learned, until 


a certain “ Jeſuit, with a Modeſty pecu- 


liar to thoſe Gentry, poſitively pro- 
nounced it to be the Receptacle of the 
Damned. But this Opinion was ſoon

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eternal Torment; and fo large a Numbet 
could not be contain'd in the Space al- 
lotted them by the Jeſuit. Indeed had 
this Diſcovery been made by a Member 
of the Church of England, it would have 
been more plauſible, as they have Cha- 
rity enough to allow all Mankind to be 
in a State of Salvation, conſequently the 
Number of the Damned would have been 
much leſs. He ſmiled at this Account, 
and ſaid they were greatly obliged to the 
Jeſuit for his kind Opinion of their 
World; but, ſays he, I imagine he was as 
great a Stranger to that, as he was to tlie 
Chiiſtian Religion, in the Purity it was 
taught by Chriſt and his Diſciples.

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Saphires, of Emeralds, Topazes and all 
the various Sorts of precious Stones that 
are known amongſt you, with many 
others, are there in ſuch Quantities, and 
all of them of ſuch a prodigious Size, 
that the Luſtre that comes from them, 
gives Light to our World. But perhaps 
you'll aſk, how theſe Jewels can ſhew ſo 
great a Luſtre, without the Aſſiſtance of 
a light Body to dart its Rays upon them : 
for that a Diamond cannot be ſeen in the 
Dark; and that it is abſolutely neceſſary, 
to diſcover its Brilliancy, that it be aſ- 
ſiſted by the Sun, or ſome other Body, 
to dart its Rays upon it, This I will 


explain to you. 


Our World, then, is itſelf a luminous 
Body, which by caſting its Rays upon 
the immenſe Number of Jewels with 
which the concave Part of your World 
is ſtudded, they ſtrike the Surface of our 
World with all their Brilliancy ; but even 


this would only be a partial Light, were 
it 


* 
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it not for our Atmoſphere, which is com- 
puted at thirty Miles high. Their Rays 
meeting with it, are refracted, and by 
that Means occaſion an equal and uni- 
verſal Light. For the Sun itſelf would 
be but of little Service to you, were it 
not for your Atmoſphere ; without that, 
he would appear as a red hot Piece of 
Iron, at an immenſe Diſtance, and you 
would only ſee him (as thro* a ſmoked 
Glaſs) without his being of any Service 
to you. Thus our Day is occaſion'd, 
and by this Means we ſhould have had 
no Night, had not the wiſe Creator pro- 
vided otherwiſe, that we might have a 
proper Time to reſt from the Labours 
of the Day. In ſhort, there is an opake 
Body exactly the Size and Shape of half 
the concave Part of your World; the 
Diſtance of which from the Surface of 
our Globe, we reckon at Two Thouſand 
Five Hundred and upwards of Miles. 
This moving round us once in Twenty. 
four Hours, occaſions Day and Night 


for 
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for by this Means our whole Globe 
has equal Day and Night, for at Six 
our Day begins, and at Six the Night 
takes place. But even our Nights are 
not entirely dark; for in the Body 
(before mention'd) are ſprinkled, by an 


Omnipotent Hand, Thouſands of Pre- 


cious Stones; and of ſo large a Size, 
that even at that Diſtance, they ap- 
pear as large and bright, as the moſt 
brilliant of your Planets : Thus when 
Day forſakes us, we are comforted by a 
Sky, as glorious as yours on the moſt 
ſtarry Night. (And indeed fo I found 
it; for nothing can be more beautiful 
than their Nights are.) Our World, 
continues he, is likewiſe of a warm 
Nature; and the Particles of Heats 
ariſing from its Surface, diffuſe a mo. 
derate Warmth over the Whole; and by 
this Means we have never an Extremity 
of Heat or Cold, but a-conſtant agreeable 


Temperature.

And I don't know that ever I was ſo 
pleas'd in my Life; I felt quite eaſy, and 
lo light, that I thought I could jump over 
the Moon. 
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got up the next Morning ſooner than 
uſual, for it was hardly light, and I di- 
reed my Courſe to thoſe charming Field, 
that I had travers'd the Day before with 
my worthy Hoſt.

Deccit, 
Falſhood, Avarice, Cunning, and Ingrati- 


tude, with a Train more of other Vices 


are what they are made up of. How can 
you boaſt of being the only Creaturcs 
bleſt with Reaſon, when thoſe very Beings 
to which you deny it, act ſo much more 

con- 
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conſiſtently with it? But my dear Son, 
for the preſent we will ſuſpend this Sub- 
ject, which I may appear to have handled 
too roughly; but my chief Aim in it was 
to convince you, that what I mentioned 
when we firſt met, of our believing all 
Creatures to have rational Souls, is not ſo 
unreaſonable a Tenet as you might at 
firſt think it.

In this World there are no Servants, 
nor different Degrees of Nobility- 
The Benefit that accrues from it.

The In- 
habitants never fail to return Thanks 
to the Almighty for Favours receiv d. 
A great deal that may appear agree- 
able to ſome and the Reverſe to others. 
The Son of my old Friend propoſes 
our ſetting cut together the next Morn- 
ing for the Capital, which J readily 
conſent to. 


T is neceſſary to obſerve, that in this 
World there is no ſuch Thing as 
Servants, As it is the Cuſtom to marry 
very early, they are ſoon well ſtock'd with 
| 3 Children, 
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Children, and there always remains ſuffi- 
cient of them unmarried, to do the 
Family Work. So that here there is no 
Opportunity (as with us) to treat their 
Fellow- Creatures, thoſe of the ſame Fleſh 
and Blood with themſelves, as Slaves or 
Brutes, nay often worſe. For a great 
Perſon (in our World) will treat his Dog, 
or my Lady her Monkey, with infinitely 
more Tenderneſs than their Domeſtics ; 
and frequently little Shock has got the 
Cholick, or a Fever on his Nerves, when 
no Expence is ſpar'd to procure the beſt 
Advice and Attendance for him, whilſt 
the poor Footman is dying unheeded in 
the Garret of a Fever, which he got by 
waiting in the Rain and Snow, till four 
in the Morning, upon his Lady at a Rout, 
a Drum, or perhaps a worle Piace. In 
ſhort in this Country there are no Degrees 
of Nobility. Every Body is equally re- 
ſpected, if they are, honeſt, and a partt- 
cular Regard 1s ſhewn to nothing but old 
Age; that is held in great Veneration, 

and 
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and that only meets with a ſuperior 
Reſpect. 


That Bane to Society and Humanity, 
that golden Idol which makes the Villain 
reſpected, and the Man of Virtue deſpiſed, 
who is not in Poſſeſſion of it, is here un- 
known, any farther than as Dirt to 
trample on. 


In theſe happy Regions there is no ſuch- 
Thing as Want, the Earth without La- 
bour yields an Abundance of all Neceſ- 


ſaries of Life, and the Induſtry of the 


People furniſh their own Families with 
Cloathing ; and they are aſtoniſhed to hear. 
that on Earth, almoſt the Whole of what 
God created alike for the Uſe of every In- 


dividual, is in the Hands of few, and. 


whilſt they wallow in Luxury, thoſe, who 
have as much Right to the Produftions of 
their common Mother, the Earth, are 
ſtarving for Want. 


Here 
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Here is never ſeen that little Brat of 
Power, a Thing void of every Quality 
(but that of being born to undeſerved 
Riches) ſtrutting as if the Ground was 
not good enough to bear him, and 
cocking his impudent Noſe at Merit in 
Rags. The Inſolence of theſe Creatures 
of Fortune, with which we are peſtered, 
is here unknown, and nothing but Friend- 
ſhip, Hoſpitality, and a brotherly Af- 
fection to all their Fellow - Creatures, 
reigns in this happy World. 


This Equality of Fortune runs through 
the whole Empire, and there being no ſuch 
Things as Places of Profit, prevents 
Numbers of Rogueries too common a- 
mongſt us. That Bit of Dirt, for which 
we would fell our God, our Country. 
and our very Souls, they being Strangers 
to, (at leaſt the Uſe we put it to, makes 
them not liable to the like Temptations. 
But I am painting the Vices of the In- 
| habitants 
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habitants of our World, when I ought 
to be acquainting them with the Cuſtoms 
of an unknown one. 


I had one Day ſtrolled a good way 
from home, muſing on my (then) pre- 
ſent Situation, and happy, as I thought, 
in my Change, (from a World of Inhu- 
manity, Uncharitableneſs, and Ingrati- 
tude, to one, whoſe Inhabitants were 
bleſſed with all the ſocial Virtues to a 
high Degree) when I found myſelf in 
the Middle of a large Foreſt, The moſt 
agreeable Perfume came from a Tuft of 
Trees at a ſmall Diſtance, to which I di- 
rected my Courſe.

This

And 
indeed I have often been ſhock'd to ſee 
the Knee bent to a Poor wretched Mor- 
tal, at the ſame Time that it is the Poſture 
made uſe of, in Worſhiping and Adoring 
that infinite Being to whom Worſhip is 
only due, | 


Surely it is ſcandalous to ſee a Parcel 
of Wretches, (for the Sake of worldly 
Gain) 
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Gain) paying the ſame Adoration to their 
Prince, that they do to their Creator. 
Nay bowing to, and almoſt adoring, even 
thoſe Things of Power, that have an ar- 
bitrary Diſpoſal of all Offices, when at 
the ſame Time they never ſet a Moment 
alice, to return Thanks to the great Giver 
of all good Things, thro* whoſe Mercy 
they exiſt, and by whoſe Frown they 
may be eternally deſtroy'd, I allow there 
ought to be a peculiar Reſpect ſhewn to 
Crown'd Heads, and great Perſonages, but 
then I would have it in Moderation, and 
ſome Diſtinction made between what is 
paid them and the Author of the Univerſe. 
But to return, after I had ſome Time 
paſſed my Time in the moſt agreeable 
Manner, with this good Family ; the Son, 
one Night, propoſed our ſetting out the 
next Day for the Capital. I embraced 
the Propoſal with Joy, and at our retiring 
to Reſt, he told me he would have every 
Thing ready for our Departure, by Eight 
in the Morning.

the Chaiſe were two Birds, about twice 
as large as our largeſt Swans, but of a 
different Colour and Make. They re- 
ſembled the moſt beautiful green Parrots 
both in Colour and Shape, but far ex- 
ceeded them in the Beauty of both. 


To the Breaſts of theſe were faſtned 
filken Cords, which being introduc'd into 
the Chaiſe, ſerv'd to guide them, as the 
Reins with us do Horſes.

would take care to provide for the Re- | 


mainder of our Journey. 
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We had hardly enter'd the Court (leading 
to the Houſe) before the good Lady 
came to meet us, and in the moſt af- 
fectionate Manner, return'd her Brother 
Thanks for the Favour he had done her, 
in paying her a Viſit, which, ſhe ſaid, 
gave her more than ordinary Pleaſure, as 
he had brought me along with him.

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Pond, and found a Ciſtern near it, full of 
clear Water, and ſeveral Fiſh in it of dif- 
ferent Sorts, flouncing and playing about : 
At the Side of it, was a Veſſel full of a 
Sort of Grain, of which he every now and 
then threw a Handful or two in, to feed the 
Fiſh he had caught. He then went to 
the Pond- ſide, and ſaid he would ſhew us 
what Diverſion he had : upon his Ap- 
proach he ſtirr'd the Water with a Stick, 
and Hundreds of Fiſh, of different Sorts, 
appear*d on the Surface, and came near 
enough him, that he might take them out 
with his Hand, which, upon his doing, 
he put them into the Ciſtern, and threw 
ſeveral Handfuls of Grains in, to feed 
them. 


After he had for ſome Time entertain'd 
us with his Dexterity, in firſt catching 
the Fiſh, and then filling their Bellies, 
he took the Ciſtera and deliver'd the Fiſh 
again to the Pond.

As ſoon as he had done fiſhing, the 
Lady told us ſhe would go and prepare 
Dinner, and inſiſted upon our ſtaying, 
which we conſented to: During her Ab.

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For every Thing that has Life, as natu- 
rally endeavours to preſerve it, and feels 
Pain as ſeverely as we, the great, felt- 
conceited Lords of the Univerſe. 


It is neceſſary to obſerve, that tho' (in 
this World) the Fowls of the Air and the 
various Sorts of Land Creatures are ſo 
tame as before has been mentioned, yet 
the Inhabitants of the Watery Element 
are a little more ſhy, which, I take muſt 
proceed from their not being ſo often 
amongſt them, and conſequently not ſo 
familiar, 


In order to keep up the Character of 
an Hiſtorian, I ſhall deſcribe the Perſons

By theſe amiable Perſons we were en 
tertained in the moſt agreeable Manner 
during the Remainder of the Day; and as 
they preſſed us very much to ſtay al!

We had now about two hundred Miles 
to travel, which at the Rate we proceeded, 
would be accompliſhed in about ſix Hours; 
but before we had got half our Journey, 
I did not forget to remind my Companion 
of the Baſket his Mother had given us at 
our ſetting out; and I believe the Motion 
was as agreeable to him as it was to my- 

ſelf; 
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ſelf ; for we eat very heartily of the Cakes

It is neceſſary to obſerve, that travelling

Chace, 


About half an Hour after one we diſ- 
covered the Capital, which is called 
OuDpEnTOMINOS, in their Language, the 
Wonder of the World; and ſoon after 
we came directly over the principal Square, 
when my Conductor throwing down a few 
of the ſame Nuts he had done before, the 


Birds deſcended, and we arrived in this 
great City, 


We 
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We put up this Night at an Acquain- 
tance's Houſe of my Companion's, where 
we were entertained with an Elegance and 
Hoſpitality peculiar to theſe People, and 


the next Morning he carried me to fee 
the City. 


The principal Square (which is in the 
very Centre of the City,) is an Octagon, 
from each Square of which proceeds a 
Street of a Mile long, and as broad as 
the Hay- Market. This forms eight prin- 
cipal Streets, and the Intervals between 
them (which are very conſiderable) are 
compoled of By-fireets, and Ground for 
the Uſe of the Inhabitants. In the Middle 
of the Square is the principal Church, 
much larger than St. Paul's, and quite a 
plain Building, as they ſay it is impoſſibla 
they can do Honour to God by outward 
Show and Grandeur, nothing being ſo ac- 
ceptable to him, as a Purity and Simplicity 
of Heart, inclin'd to perform his Com- 

mandments, 
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mandments, and as far as in us lies, ta 
render Thanks for the ineſtimable Blet- 
ſings we every Moment receive. This, 
ſay they, may as well be done in a Barn 
as any other Place, for he delighteth not 
in Show and Decorations, neither can the 
Workmanſhip of Man add to his Glory, 
which 1s compleat beyond Comprehenſion. 
But as I ſhould be unwilling to prejudice 
any Set of Men againſt theſe worthy good 
People, I ſhall give no Account of their 
Religion, being certain it will diſoblige 
thoſe of a different Way of thinking with 
them. Therefore let it ſuffice to ſay, that 
they are bleſſed with all the Morality 
taught us by the Chriſtian Religion in its 
Purity, and without Adulteration. 


At the Extremity of each of theſe 
Streets is a Church, but not near ſo large 
as that in the Square; and Streets being 
carried from the End of one of the prin- 
cipal ones to the End of another, and 
ſo all round the Whole, the City forms 

| 2 
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a large Octagon. Their Houſes are all 
of an equal Height, viz. Six Stories, and 
in each of them live ſeveral Families, 


As I had a great Curioſity to ſee their 
King, my Companion promiſed me that 
Satisfactionthenext Morning. Accordingly 
about ten o'Clock we ſet out for the Palace, 
it was about half a Mile out of Town, 


and being ſo near we had a pleaſant 
Walk. 


I aſked my Conductor the Manner 
in which his Majeſty was to be addreſſed, 
that I might be prepar'd for the Introduc- 
tion. He burſt out a laughing, and 
begged to know if I thought their Empe- 
rors took upon themſelves the State that 
our Earthly ones did? No, ſays he, our 
Kings know they are Men as well as their 
Subjects; and fo far from attempting to 
be revered as Gods, and looking upon 
their Fellow-Creatures as a Species infi- 
nitely beneath them, they think it their 


Duty 
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Duty (as it certainly is) to be the principal 
Servant of the People. 


There is here (continu'd he) no ſuch 
Thing as an hereditary Succeſſion. The 
reigning Prince is always the oldeſt Perſon 
in the Empire (which indeed is our whole 
World, for we are only one People) and 
there is but one Prince; and for this 
Reaſon there is the Age of every Perſon 
in the Empire regiſtered, It is very ſeldom 
amongſt ourielves, that the Prince has 


any Occaſion to exert his Authority, tho 


ſometimes it ſo happens. But what for 
theſe hundred Vears laſt paſt, has given the 
greateſt Uneaſineſs to our Government, 
has been a Parcel of the Inhabitants of 
your World, who were about that Time 
thrown upon this Globe : but be not of- 
fended, they were not of your Country, but 
belong'd to one of your Colonies, without 
Exception the wickedeſt Race of Mortals 
that ever exiſted, By the Account they 
gave, they were for their Sins ſwallowed 
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ap. by an Earthquake; and tho* Numbers 
periſhed, above an hundred Men and 
Women arriv'd ſafe on our World, where 
they met with the greateſt Hoſpitality; 
but they made fo ungrateful a Return for 
Favours received, that our Emperor was 
obliged (for our own Security) to- deal 
harder with them than is cuſtomary 
amongſt us: In ſhort they were confin'd 
to one Spot, which bears the Name of 
the Earthly Quarter; and I have hear 
that ſince their firſt Coming they have 
encreaſed to Thouſands, 


This Diſcourſe brought us to the Habi- 
tation of the Monarch. Upon our entering 
the Hall, I ſaw ſeveral Perſons of different 


Ages, but one in. particular drew my 
Attention, 


He was upwards of ſix Foot High, his 
Countenance majeſtick, and his Beard 
(which was as white as the driven Snow) 
reached down to his Waiſt; he had on his

Head a Turbant of white Satin adorned 
with Feathers of the moſt exquiſite Co- 
lours, his Jacket was blue, his * Petticoat 
the ſame, and over the whole was a | 
purple Robe. That, ſays I to my Friend, be 
is the King; you judge right, ſays he, and bl 
I will have the Honour of introducing; |: 
you to him. He did ſo, and after men- 4 
tioning the Particulars of my Adventures, 
he received me in the moſt obliging and 
courteous Manner. He aſked me how 
long I had been in this Country, and what 
Part of the Earth I belonged to, and 
ſeveral other Queſtions; to which I gave 
him proper Anſwers : but when I men- 
tioned to him that Great Britain gave me 
Birth, he was pleaſed moſt heartily to 
congratulate me on my good Fortune, in. 1 
being born on ſo happy a Spot. For, con- | 
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tinued he, though your Country, as well 
as many other Earthly ones, has groaned 
under the tyrannick Power of arbritary 
Princes, ſome of which are within my 
Memory, yet you muſt have been happy 
to have lived under the Reigns of the 
beſt Princes, that ever ſwayed the Britif 
Sceptre. As long as Liberty and all the 
Bleſſings attending it are dear to you, ſo 
long muſt be the Name of GEORGE. For 
I am well aſſured, that was your preſent 
reigning King, in a Situation to know the 
Deſires of his Subjects, his benign and 
honeſt Heart would make them the hap- 
pieſt People in your World. But your 
Conſtitution is ſuch, that the Prince is 
ſnut up from all but whom his Miniſter 
permits him to ſee, and by that Means 
his Subjects ſuffer Hardſhips thro' their 
Ambition, which would not happen were 
the Prince to be made acquainted with 


their Complaints, for then they might be 
aſſur'd of Redreſs. 
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To have ſo great a Prince talk to me 
in ſo familiar a Manner, quite charm'd 
me, and (though not permitted) I could 
have proſtrated myſelf before him and 
embraced his Feet; to hear him do 
Juſtice in ſo obliging a Manner to the 
two Beſt Princes that ever lived, I muſt 
own ſo ſenſibly affected me, that I wanted 
Words to expreſs my Gratitude. He per- 
ceived it, and waved the Diſcourſe by tel- 
ling me, that I ſhould be his Gueſt (at 
leaſt at Dinner) as long as I ſtay'd in the 
City. And ſorry I am, ſays he, to tell 
you, that your Stay in our World cannot 
be long, for ſince the Perfidy we met with 
from the People of your's (which I don't 
doubt but you have heard of,) we never 
permit any Perſon belonging to the Earth 
to continue here above twelve Months; 
this is an inviolable Law that cannot be 
broke through. To-morrow I ſhall expect 
you and my old Friend's Son at Dinner, 
then perhaps I may tell you more, and I 

will 
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will likewiſe give you a more agreeable 
Entertainment, than you have met with, 
ſince you have been amongſt us; in the 
mean Time may our great Creator pre- 
ſerve you. So ſaying we parted, not with- 
out my being filled with a Love and Ve- 
neration that I never felt before; for un- 
doubtedly nothing can create in us more 
Reſpect to our Superiors, than a free and 
benevolent Temper. This Piece of Policy 
is little practiſed amongſt the Great of 
our World, for they are too apt to look 
upon their Inferiors with the utmoſt Con- 
tempt and Diſdain, and are therefore moſt 
juſtly deſpiſed, and would be much more 
io, had they not Laws of their own 
making to ſupport them in their Inſo- 
lence. 


My Companion and I returned to his 
Friend's Houſe, and what happened after 
you may know if you pleaſe to read the 
next Chapter,

1 have the Pleaſure of dining with a 


Countryman of mine, who had liu d 
upwards of one hundred Years in the 
Central World. He gives us an In- 
vitation to his Houſe the next Day, 
which we accept of. 


| HOUGH TI had been now near 
ſeven Months in this Country, I 

had never heard of a Countryman of 
mine, who had hv'd here above a hun- 
dred Years; and his Company, it ſeems, 
was the agreeable Entertainment that the 
Emperor was to give me the next Day. As 
he faid nothing more to me, than that I 
ſhould then be more agreeably entertained, 
than I had been ſince I was amongſt them, 
[ had the Curiolity to aſk my Friend when 
we came home, if he knew the Em- 
peror's Meaning? He told me he did; 
that 
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that he had engaged a Perſon to dine witi: 
us to-morrow, who was my Countryman, 
and had been caſt upon their World above 
a hundred Years ago; that he was a very 
agreeable, ſenſible Man, and was as much 
eſteem'd as any Inhabitant of their 
World. But, ſays I, I thought no one 
could remain here above twelve Months, 
on Account of the ungrateful Behaviour 
of thoſe, that were confin'd to the Earthl 
Quarter. Very true, replied he, bur 
that Order was made ſince his Arrival 
amongſt us. I was very deſirous to know 
ſome Particulars relating to this Gentle- 
man, and my Friend was ſo good to 
ſatisfy my Curioſity in the following 


Manner. 


Though the Perſon you enquire afte: 
was thrown upon this Globe before I was 
born, yet I have often heard the Particulars 
relating to the Accident that brought him 
amongſt us.

1 Mr. 
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Mr. Thomp/on, (for that is his Name) 
was born of a very good and ancient Fa- 
mily in the North of Erg/and, but being 
a younger Son, he was brought up to the 
Law; the Qualifications neceſſary for that 
Profeſſion (il a Perſon intends to get 
Money) he was a Stranger to; for he 
had a Heart that always made him fecl 
the Diſtreſſes of his Fellow-Creatures, 
and he was ſo ſtrictly ſcrupulous, that he 
could never bring himſelf to take a Fee 
to do a diſhoneſt Thing : beſides, his In- 
clination was always to accommodate 
Matters between Parties in a friendly 
Manner, rather than fet them together by 


the Ears, for his own Advantage and 
their Deſtruction. 


| He likewiſe frequently paid Debts for 
| thoſe that he was applied to, to ſend to 
| Gaol, when they were not too large, and 
when they were, he never would be em- 
ploy'd on theſe Occaſions, being a great 


ah Enemy 
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Enemy to the impriſoning the Body (iy 
Debt. By this Means, you may imagine 
he could not think of making an Eſtate, 
but, on the contrary, was always extreincly 
poor. 


This Profeſſion not ſuiting his Inclina- 
tion, he ſoon quitted it, and Jiv*d re- 
tired upon the Little he had left ; thinking 
there was more Pleaſure in an honeſt Cb- 
ſcurity, than in the greateſt Splendour, 
when acquired by Villainy and Oppreſiion, 
and the Ruin of his Fellow-Creaturcs, 


The Accident that brought: him 2. 
mongſt us, was very extraordinary, He 
had one Day dined with a Friend in tte 
Country, where he ſtay'd very late, anc 
coming home at Night he loſt his Var: 
at laſt he diſcovered a Light, whicy 
prov'd to be what is called in you! 
World a Will in the Whifp, or Jack i 
the Lanthorn, a Sort of Metcor rili!s 


out of fenny and marſhy Places. E 
follow - 
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follow'd it for ſome Time, but preſently 
ſunk down, and found himſelf ſur— 
rounded with Mud, which he ſoon got 
clear of, and then continued falling as it 
were down a great Precipice. In ſhort, 
he tumbled through the Cruſt of the 
upper World, and at laſt arrived in this; 
the Manner of which, as you have al- 
ready experienced, I need not enter into 
Particulars, 


I had a great Curioſity to ſec this 
Perſon, and the next Day at Dinner we 
waited on the Emperor. As there were 
ſcveral Perſons aſſembled, he aſked with 
great good Nature, whether I could di- 
ftinguiſh amongſt the Company which 
was my Countryman? I look'd round 
me, and ſoon pitch'd upon one who I 
thought mult be Mr. 7 hcampſon. 


There was a Sweetneſs in his Looks 
that exceeded any Thing I had ever be- 
held. He was about five Feet ten Inches 
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high, pretty corpulent, and his Cheek: 
reſembled the Damaſk Roſe; there was 
an infinite deal of Benevolence in his 
Countenance and his Air commanded 
Reſpect. Though in his hundred and 
thirtieth Year, he did not look older than 
a healthy Perſon does amongſt us at Forty. 
The Emperor introduced me to him, and 
he received me with great Tenderneſs. 
He aſked ſeveral Queſtions relating to his 
native World, all Which I anſwered to the 
beſt of my Power, and I immediatly con- 
ceiv'd an Eſteem for him which ſuperior 
Merit demands. 


During Dinner Mr. Thompſon entertain'd 
us with his Diſcourſe in the moſt agreeable 
Manner, it chiefly tended upon the won- 
derful Works of God, and how infinitely 
they ſurpaſſed the Conceptions or Ideas ol 


Mortals. 


After Dinner having a Plumb, with the 
Blue upon it as freſh as gathered, in bis 
Hand; 
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Hand; he took notice that it was 2 
World to Thouſands, and that what we 
ſaw and called the Blue, was compoſed 
of an infinite Number of living Creatures 
of Giflerent Sizes, and no doubt but 
there are ſome amongſt them that feed 
upon the ſmaller, and are as terrible to 
them as a Lion is to a Lamb; for, ſays he, 
nothing is great or ſmall but by Compa- 
riſon: that is, by comparing the Magrni- 
tude of one Body with that of another, 
viz, A Mouſe is ſmall in Compariſon to 
a Cat, a Cat to an Elephant, and an Ele- 
phant to a Mountain; a Mountain to the 
World, and the World in Compariſon to 
the Sun: On the contrary, a Mouſe is a 
Monſter, when compar'd to a Flea; a Flea 
to a Mite, and a Mite to one of thaſe 
living Creatures, which are diſcover'd by 
the Help of Glaſſes, and Millions of 
which a Grain of Sand would cover. Yet 
one of theſe minute Bodics muſt be ef 
2 ſtupendous Size, when compared with 


one of the Globules of Blood that runs 
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through its Veins. But as Matter is in- 
diviſible, that is, cannot be divided into 
10thingz one of theſe Globules muſt be 
in Compariſon to minuter Parts of Mat- 
tcr, as the whole World is to a Grain 
of Sand. But how exquiſitely fine mult 
be the Tendons and Fibres that are in 
the Texture of theſe little Creatures 
and yet they are large when compare 
with the Parts of which they are com- 
polcd. 


What IT have ſaid of Great and Small, 
may likewiſe be apply'd to Space. We 
can only judge of it by Compariſon, We 
look upon the Diſtance between us and 
the Sun, to be infinite, being cighty-one 
Million of Miles; but the Space con— 
rained in the Earth's annual Orbit round 
the Sun, and whoſe Diameter is upwards 
of one hundred and ſixty-two Million 0 
Miles, conſequently the Orbit itſelf ſou: 
hundred eighty-ſix Millions, is no more 
in Compariſon to that contained in tl 
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Orbit of the neareſt fixed Star, than the 
Size of a Grain of Sand is to the whole 
World; and even this vaſt Space will 
bear no Compariſon to infinite and un- 
limited Space. 


It is the ſame as to Time, we can only 
judge according to our Senſes. We look 
upon an hundred Years, in the World I 
came from, as a prodigious Age, but 
what is it in Compariſon to ten thouſand ? 
An Hour is long in Comparito: to a Mi- 
nute, and a whole Day to an Hour, A 
whole Day 1s ſhort to a Year, and a Year 
to an hundred, But theſe Calculations 


are only according to our Idcas. 


Cicero in his Tru ,, mentions an In- 
ſect on the river Hari, whoſe Lite 
never exceeds the Time between Sun 
riſing and Sun- ſetting. To theſe Creatures 
that Time muſt be an Age, and one ct 
them that lives till Sun- ſet muſt be com- 
paratively as old as a Man at an Hundred. 
F 4 The 
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The Life of a Fly is but a Summer, a 
Horſe 1s old at Twelve, and if we may 
believe Hiſtorians a Raven lives a thou- 
fand Years. And yet this long Term is no 
more in Compariſon to the Raven, than 
the ſhort one is to Ciceros Hypanians, 


As we ſee that the Lives of different 
Creatures differ ſo much, on that little 
Grain of Sand the Earth, no doubt but 
other Worlds may be peopled by Beings, 
that are young at a Thouſand or ten 
Thouſand; for he that created the one, is 
able to create the other; and with him 
there can be no Time: Paſt, preſent and 
to come he comprehends at one View. 


For my own Part, continued he, till 
by meer Accident I was thrown upon this 
Central World, I had no Idea of there 
being one, and inhabited, in the Bowels 
of the Earth, but as I am now convinc'd 
that there 1 is, 1 can the readier believe, that 


NO 
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no Part of Matter is uninhabited ; and 


this Plumb that I have now in my Hand, 
is without doubt, a World to Millions. 


In ſhort, theſe Things are wonderful to 
us; yet tho' we cannot comprehend, our 
Wonder ceaſes, when we conſider that all 
this is the Work of an omnipotent Being. 
How vain are we then to attempt to ſearch 
into his Ways, and to pronounce thoſe 
Things impoſſible, that we cannot com- 
prehend ? This Diſcourſe of Mr. Thomp- 
ſon's met with univerſal Approbation, and 
he was pleaſed to proceed: 


Our Comprehenſion, ſays he, is con— 
fined to a very narrow Sphere, and beyond 
chat we are no more capable of judging, 
tian the Fly was when perched on the 
Cupolæ of St. Paul's: Is this, ſays he, that 
finely poliſhed Structure, that is the Boaſt 
of Mankind? For my Part I can ſee no- 
thing but a rough unfiniſhed Piece, full of 
Inequalities, To his microſcopic Eye the 
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moſt poliſhed Marble or Ivory, would 
appear full of Rocks and Cavities. So 
it is with Man, we can comprehend 
nothing but what we can ſee; and it is 
inſolent in us to imagine that an omni- 
potent Hand can form nothing, but what 
may be taken within the narrow Limits 
of our Optics. 


A Fiſh ſees not Water their Element, 
neither can we the Air that 1s ours : but 
as it is a Liquid as well as the Sea, the 
fame Hand that form'd it ſo much finer, 
can make an Eye of ſuch a Structure as 
to ſee it, and perhaps therein to diſcover 
Myriads of living Creatures, of different 
Sizes and Species. There is no forming, 
an Idea of Things that are beyond the 
Limit of our Conceptions: but we mull, 
we cannot refuſe to allow, that he who 
created what we are Eye-Witneſſes to, is 


capable of creating (and undoubtedly has) 


what we can form no Notions of, As 
Magnitude, Space and Time, are only 
com- 
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comparative, ſo is Creation. What we 
ſee of it, is no more in Compariſon to the 
Whole, than the Time contained in à 
Second is to Eternity; for as his Power is 
infinite, fo muſt be his Works. 


For this Reaſon, with me it won't 
admit of a Doubt, but that there are in 
the Univerſe, Beings as much ſuperior 
to us, as we are to the moſt minute and 
ſenſcleſs Reptile. 


The Inhabitants of a Leaf or Flower, 
proudly ſtrut and ſay, We are the Lords 
of the Creation, every Thing was made 


tor us; there is no other World than this 


that we inhabit, and the whole Works of 
an infinite Creator are limited to that of 
a Leaf. So it is with ſilly Man. He 


has the Arrogance to ſay, that this ſmall 


Grain of Sand which we poſſeſs, is the 


Whole that God created to be inhabited. 


Thoſe 
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Thoſe ſtupendous Bodies which are to 
be ſeen from the World I came from, and 
which are well known to the Inhabitants 
of this, as Saturn, Jupiter, two hundred 
Times larger than the Earth, were only 
made for its Uſe, that the Moon was only 
formed to light it. How ridiculous! 
when every Requiſite neceſſary for living 
Beings is diſcovered in them. 


They have their Atmoſpheres, which 
can be of no Uſe to us, nor any in the 
Univerſe, unleſs they be created for the 
ſame Uſe that ours is, viz. to be the great 
Cauſe of Life; and that they are, is evi- 
dent from this, God. CREATES. NOTHING 
IN VAIN, 


Jupiter has his four Moons, Saturn five 
and his Belt; theſe have been diſcovered 
lately, were unknown to the Ancients, 
and are only to be ſeen. by the Help of the 
beſt of Glaſſes. What Uſe are they there- 


fore 
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fore of to us? But they are of Ufe, other- 
wiſe they would not have been made, and 
that muſt be to the Inhabitants of thoſe 
vaſt Orbs; who very probably exceed us 
in every Perfection, as much as their 
Worlds do in Magnitude that which we 
inhabit. 


Suppoſe a Perſon born in a Cottage, 
ſhould not, *till he arriv'd at Years of Ma- 
turity, ever ſee an Houle excepting that he 


was born in. I ſay ſuppoſe this Perſon 
ſhould be brought within Sight of a Build- 
ing, that he knew no more of than its 
reſembling that, in which he had been 
brought up. There, as in his own, he 
would ſee Chimnies, and Smoak iſſuing 
out of them, he would ſee Windows to 
enlighten it, and every other Neceſſary for 
an Inhabitant as he faw in his own, 
Would not he conclude that Houſe to. be 
of the ſame Nature as his own, and in- 
habited ? For ſurely he would conclude 
that theſe Conveniencies were made for 
ſome 
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ſome Uſe. So is it with the heavenly 
Bodies. We ſee that they have all the Con- 
veniencies for living Beings as ours has. 
They have their Atmoſpheres (which as I 
obſerved beſore) can be of no Uſe but to 
thoſe Bodies. 


Saturn being at ſo immenſe a Diſtance 
from the Sun, has his Belt or Ring; 
which beyond Doubt is to remove the In- 
conveniencies he would otherwiſe lie under, 
by being ſo much depriv'd of the Sun's 
Rays, and to contract them as with us in a 


Burning-Glats. He has beſides five Moons 


which by us cannot be ſeen but by good 
Glaſſes, Jupiter hkewile at an immenſe 
Diſtance has his four Moons, which are 
inviſible to us without Glaſſes, beſides his 
Belts, which whether they are upon his 
Surface or at a Diſtance, as Saturn's Ring, 
has not as yet been certainly diſcovered: 
but they ſurely were made for the Uſe ot 
his Inhabitants and not for ours. Beſides, 


can we reaſonably imagine fo large a Body 
- (tWo 
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(two hundred Times larger than the Earth) 
to be created only to appear to us as a 
lighted Candle in the Heavens ? 


The Moon is ſo extreamly near us (in 
Compariſon to the other two Bodies we 
have been ſpeaking of ) that we have every 
Certainty of its being inhabited, excepting 
that of ſeeing its Inhabitants; for we can 
very plainly diſcover Seas, Continents, 
Iſlands, Peninfulas and Mountains, and 
are even able to meaſure the Heighth of 
the laſt. We are certain that the Moon 
is a Body in every particular reſembling 
the Earth, a terraqueous Globe. Can we 
then refuſe Inhabitants to ſo large a Body, 
and in every Manner provided tor theirRe- 
ception, when we ſee even a Leaf to be a 
World to Millions? No Man of Reaſon 
can; and if we allow this, we muſt likewiſe 
allow that all the Planets are inhabited, 


As this Diſcourſe of Mr. Thompſon's 
was very entertaining, we deſired his Opi- 
nion

nion of the fixed Stars, and he was ſo kind 
to proceed as follows. 


The fixed Stars are at ſo immenſe and 
wonderful a Diſtance, that all that can 
with Certainty be known concerning them, 
is that they are luminous Bodies, borrow- 
ing Light from none, but ſhining with 
their own. That their Magnitude is 
equal to, or exceeds that of the Sun 
From this may be inferred (and it cannot 
well be doubted) that each of them is « 
Sun, the Centre of their reſpective Syſtems, 
with Planets revolving round them and 
inhabited, to which they give Light 
and Heat, and all the other Bleſſings that 
we receive from ours on Earth. But their 
Diſtance is ſo great that their Planets are 
not to be diſcovered by the beſt of Glaſſes 
neither will the very beſt that ever were 
made, cauſe any ſenſible Alteraticn in the 
neareſt of the fixed Stars, that is, nct 
magnify them in the leaſt; their Diſtance 
from us being ſo aſtoniſhingly great. And 
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an Inhabitant in one of the Planets be- 


longing to the neareſt of them, would 


only ſee our Sun, as a little twinkling Star 
in the Firmament; but any other Part of 
the planetary Syſtem would be inviſible to 
them. Nay, to ſome of them the whole 
Space formed in the Orbit of Saturn, being 
above two thouſand one hundred Million 
of Miles in Circumference, would not be 
viſible at all, or at moſt as a Point. 


I imagine we make no Doubt but that 
the Planets are Worlds and inhabited, eſ- 
pecially as they are of ſo ſtupendous a 
Size, and furniſhed with every Neceſſary 
for Life; when we ſee that the minuteſt 
Thing that can be conceived is a World 
to Thouſands. It is ſaid that there are 
more living Creatures about the Leviathan, 
which are inviſible to the naked Eye, than 


there are viſible ones upon the Face of the 


whole Earth. Nay, a Microſcope diſcovers 
a Louſe to be a very louſy Creature: A 


F lea has a thouſand inviſible Inſects that 


teaze 
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teaze him as he jumps from Place to Place, 
and no doubt but thoſe which teaze him, 
are ſerved in the ſame Manner by Thou- 
ſands of others on their Bodies, and ſo on 
ad infinitum. 


Before I left the Earth an Accident of 
a very extraordinary Nature happened to 
me, ſince when I have made no doubt but 
that the Air is inhabited. But as I fear 
I have already too far intruded upon the 
Patience of the Company, and as the 
Particulars are pretty long, I will defer 
the Relation till another Opportunity, 


The whole Company returned him 
Thanks for his entertaining Diſcourſe, 
and begged he would be pleaſed toacquaint 
them, with the Nature of the Accident 
that he had mentioned. He was ſo kind 
to inſiſt on our dining with him the next 
Day, and on that Condition he promiſed 
to ſatisfy our Curioſity, 


We 
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We were very agreeably entertain'd by 
Mr. Thempſon the Remainder of the Day, 
and indeed he was a very worthy Perſon, 
As he came to this World when he was 
very young, he had acquired all the Per- 
fections of its Inhabitants, without re- 
taining any of the Vices of that he had 
left. 


We promiſed to wait on him the next 
Day, and retired to our reſpective Homes. 
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CHAP. X. 


We dine ith Mr. Thompſon. The 
Hiſtory of an Inhabitant of the Air. 


HE. next Day at Dinner Time, my 

Companion and I went to Mr. 
Thompſen's ; we found the Emperor and 
the reſt of the Company already come, 
who receiv'd us very obligingly; and Mr. 
Thempſon (though in his hundred and 
thirtieth Year) was as gay and chearful 
as a Man at thirty. As ſoon as Dinner 
was over, we put him in Mind of his 
Promiſe, and declared our Impatience to 
know thoſe Particulars, that had occa- 
ſioned his believing the Air to be inhabited; 
he was ſo kind to comply with our Requcſt, 
and began as follows : 


It is-well known to the whole Company 
that Chance threw me upon this Globe 
When 
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when I was about thirty Years of Age, 
{ſince which Time I have lived amongſt 
thefe good People, with as much Happi- 
neſs as Mortal can enjoy. And as the 
Time of my arriving happened before the 
Order was mace, which obliges an Inha- 
bitant of the Earth to continue no longer 
here than a Year, I hope I ſhall live and 
die amongſt them, 


In regard to the Particulars you want 
to be acquainted with, relating to my 
Reaſons for believing the Air to be inha- 
bited, I will ſhew the Manuſcript that one 
of thoſe Aerial Spirits wrote himſelf: but 
firſt it will be neceſſary to give you an 
Account how I came by it. 


It had ever been my Opinion, that all 
the heavenly Bodies were Worlds, and in- 
habited like ours. 


Iwas likewiſe inclined to believe that the 
Soul, when diſincumbered of the Body, 
exiſted, 
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exiſted, and was more or leſs in a Degree 
of ſuperior Perfection, to what it was in 
when confined within a Lump of Clay, 


As I was one Night ſitting in my Study 
revolving theſe Thoughts to myſelf, I 
perceived a moſt charming and agreeable 
Perſon fitting in a Chair directly oppoſite 
mine. I was much alarmed at the 
Thing, as I was certain that the Door had 
never opened, neither was there any one 
in the Study betore I enter'd. 


I was going to ſpeak, when he accoſted 
me in the moſt obliging Manner, and as 
there appeared fo much Goodneſs and 
Sweetneſs in his Aſpect, my Spirits were 
recruited, and the Terror I had been in 


left me. 


I am, ſaid he, a good Genius, one of 
| thoſe aerial Spirits, that traverſe the Re- 
gions of unbounded Space, to guard and 
watch over the Actions of Mankind, and 
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to combat with and for the moſt part 
overcome, thoſe Demons, Enemies to them 
that are eternally endeavouring to bring 
their Souls and Bodies to Deſtruction, 
They are conſtantly, with the utmoſt Aſſi- 
duity, inſtilling wicked and pernicious 
Principles into the Minds of Men; but as 
they cannot do this without our Knowlege, 
we take Care to guard them againſt their 
evil Deſigns, by ſetting forth in their 
Minds the dangerous Conſequences of 
purſuing what is wrong. 


T hat which every one feels in his Breaſt 
after doing a bad Thing, is what we oc- 
caſion; and if Men were, before they un- 
dertook any Thing, only to conſult their 
Reaſon, they would not ſo often err, for we 
always take Care to tell them what is, and 
what not right: but if, contrary to our Ad- 
vice, they will follow the Bent of their own 
Inclinations, we puniſh them for it, by cau- 
ſing all thoſe goading and uneaſy Reflec- 
tions, that occur to their Minds after 
doing 
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doing Evil; and this we do to alarm them 
againſt a Repetition of the ſame Indiſ- 


cretions. 


This has been my Employment for 
ſeveral Years. But as I have gone through 
various Changes, before I arrived at this 


Degree of Perfection which I am now in, 


I will give you a brief Account of them. 
I have long known your Curioſity to be 
acquainted with theſe Affairs, and as far 
as I am permitted I will fatisfy it, my 
Time does now allow me to relate them 
to you; but to-morrow as ſoon as you 
enter your Study, you ſhall find my 
Hiftory wrote down and left upon that 
Table. So ſaying he inſtantly diſappeared.

] have carefully preſerved it ever ſince, 
and I am ſure it muſt be his writing, as I 
took particular Care that no one could get 
into my Cloſet.

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was pleaſed to read it to the Company, 


and I obtained a Copy, with which I hers 
preſent my Readers. 


The Hiſtory of an Inhabitant of 
the Air. 


Was born in the Planet Jupiter, about 
four thouſand Years ago. The Station 
of Life I was there in, was very great 
for I was eldeſt Son of one of the greateſt 
Monarchs in that World. My Father's 
Dominions were computed at near one 
Quarter of that vaſt Globe, and he was in 
the Prime of Life, being at the Time of 
my Birth about ſeven hundred Years of 
Age, equal to forty-five with you. 


When I was twenty Years old (I mean 
twenty of their Years, each of wich 
is equal to- fifteen of yours) my Father 
married me to a Daughter of one of the 
| greateſt- Perſons about his Court. She 
| was perfectly beautiful, and the Charms 
G of 
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ef her Mind, if poſſible, exceeded thoſe of 
her Perſon, 


Her Feathers were compoſed of all the 
beautiful Colours of the Rainbow, her 
Eyes ſparkled like Diamonds, and the 
Beauty of the Plume that adorned her 
Head, exceeded any Thing you can con- 
ceive. Her Legs and Feet reſembled bur- 
niſhed Gold, and her Talons the fineſt 
poliſhed Silver ; her Tai!, which was at 
leaſt ten Yards long, was compoſed of 
Feathers of moſt exquiſite Variety, and 
her Height was every way proportiona- 
ble. Nothing could be more raviſhing 
than to behold this beautiful Perſon, with 
her Wings expanded, cutting the ambient 
Air, with a Grace and Majeſty that fur- 
paſſed all human Conceptions. But I forgot 
to tell you that what I have been deſcribing 
was not a. Woman, but a Bird, as are al! 
the Inhabitants of Jupiter; and the State of 
Perfection they are in, as far as exceeds that 
ef an Inhabitant of the Earth, as the 

| Magnituce 
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Magnitude of their World does that of 
yours in Proportion. There is no Sickneſs 


known amongſt them, or any of thoſe Mul- 


titude of Diſorders to which Mankind are 
ſubject: And it was my own Fault that I 
ever felt them myſelf; for had it not been 
for the Crimes I was guilty of in that 
happy Planet, in all likelihood I ſhould 
never have been an Inhabitant of the Earth, 
But more of that hereafter. 


By this beautiful Perſon I ſoon had 
ſeveral Children; but it is neceſſary to 


obſerve, that the Children in this Country 


do not labour under all thoſe Inconve- 
niencies, before they arrive at the Age of 
Maturity, as yours do, neither do the 
Mothers undergo the Hardſhips of Child- 
bearing. The Child, ſoon after its Birth, 
is at his full Growth and Perfection of 
Body and Mind. 


Hunger and Thirſt the Inhabitants are 


Strangers to, nor have they one Imperfec- 
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tion to which earthly Mortals are ſubject. 
In ſhort, they, of all other Beings that are 
ſubject to Mortality, arrive the neareſt 
to that pure and happy State, enjoy'd by 
us that are Spirits, and next in Degree to 
the Angels. 


They have none of the Wants and Ne- 
ceſſities, that are both common and natu- 
ral to the Inhabitants of your World, and 
the only Paſſion they know, is that which 
is ordained by Providence to keep up the 
Species. They never eat or drink, the 
Air is their only Suſtenance, therefore they 
are not liable to thoſe Inconveniencies, to 
which Beings of a groſſer Make are ex- 
poſed, and which are deſigned as Punith- 
ments for your Sins in a former State. 


For all of ye (that is the immortal 
Part) tho' you have no Remembrance of 
it at preſent, have been in one; and the 
Pains, Cares, Anxieties and Infirmities that 
are annexed to that you are now in, are in- 

| flicted 
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flicted as Puniſhments for your Tranſgreſ- 
ſions formerly and perhaps in another 
World. This that you are upon is a 
Place of Torment, tho? not in the higheſt 
Degree, for none of you know what per- 
fect Happineſs is. But to return, I was 
happy now beyond Conception, bleſſed 
with a Wife, the moſt beautiful of her 
Sex, and ſeveral fine Children: But eer I 
had been long in this charming Situation, 
a Deſign came into my Head, the perpe- 
trating of which has' occaſioned me to 
undergo, in different Shapes and Worlds, 


the greateſt Hardſhips for my unnatural 


Crimes. 


The Love I had for my Wife, would 
not allow me to bear a Superior to her- 


ſelf (for my Mother was then living) in - 


my Father's vaſt Dominions ; and I came 
to the dreadful Reſolution, of murdering 
him, that I might at once become 
Emperor myſelf, and make my beloved 


Wife a Queen. My Intentions I kept 
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unknown to her, for had ſhe been made 
acquainted with them, I am certain ſhe 
would, by ſome Means or other, have pre- 
vented my putting them in Execution. 


I muſt obſerve to you, that the Inhabi- 
tants of Jupiter have all of them the 
Power of viliting their Satellites, or what 
you call Moons, of which there are four 
in Number, but the Inhabitants of them 
cannot vilit the Planet Jupiter. They are 
all inhabited, and are ſubject to one or 
other of the Sovereigns of this great World 
My Father had large Domintors in one ot 
theſe Colonies (for ſo they may be called) 
and I took the Opportunity of his one 
Time going a Journey thither, to put my 
horrid Deſign in Execution. I thought 
it the moſt favourable one I could take, 
as I might there murder him, and none 
of the Inhabitants could come to our 
World, to give an Account of it. Accor- 
dingly the Time of his Departure being 

. come, 
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come, we ſet out together unattended, 
and none in Company but ourſelves. 


We ſoon arriv'd at our Journey's End, 
for the Inhabitants of Jupiter have it in 
their Power to travel at a prodigious 
Rate. And upon our landing I ſtruck 
my Beak into my Father's Heart, and 
with the Help of my Talons I preſently 
put an End to his Lite, 


As ſoon as I had perpetrated this wicked 
Action, I returned to my own World 


again, and left him weltering in his 
Blood. 


I reported to his Subjects, that my 
Father had determin'd to continue for a 
conſiderable Time in his foreign Domi- 
nions, and had order'd me to take the 
Government of his vaſt Empire upon my- 
ſelf, until his Return. I was accordingly 
inveſted with the ſupreme Authority, and 
as ſoon as I had got the Power into my 
Ga: Hands, 
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Hands, I iſſued out an Order, forbidding, 
under Pain of Death, any of my Subjects 
to viſit the Satellites; and this I did in 
order to prevent a Diſcovery. 


I was new raiſed to the Height of my 
Ambition, I had got the Government into 
my Hands, and at the fame Time made 
my beloved Wife a Queen. But this 
Happineſs I did not enjoy long; I ſoon 
began to reflect on the horrid Crime I had 
been guilty of, and I had not one Mo- 
ment's Comfort. 


The Thoughts of it tormented me to 
the higheſt Degree, and Night and Day 
] was continually tortur'd with the Hor- 
rors of a guilty Conſcience, I began to 
hate my Wife, and looked upon her (tho 
innocent) as the Occaſion of my horrid 
Parricide, eſpecially as it was through the 
Love I bore her, that I had been guilty of 
it. My Hatred for her encreaſed every Mo- 
ment, and at laſt I could not bear the 

Sight 
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Sight of her, and came to a Reſolution of 


making her a Sacrifice to appeaſe the 
Shade of my murdered Father, 


I had no ſooner come to this Reſolution 
than I put it in Practice, and murdered 
my once beloved and innocent Wife. 


Now the Tortures that had long poſſeſſed 
my Breaſt, broke out with double Fury, 
and I was without Diſpute the moſt un- 
happy Creature breathing. I became odious 
to my Subjects and myſelf; I lingered 
out a long and wretched Life, and at laſt 
died miſerable at ſixty Years of Age, 
which is about nine Hundred of yours. 


The immortal Part of me inftantly took 
Poſſeſſion of one of the Bodies, that are 


deſtin'd to inhabit thoſe Worlds, that 
amongſt you are known by the Name of 
Cours. Theſe are Places deſign'd to 
puniſh, for a certain Period, thoſe who 
have been guilty of the greateſt Crimes 
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in a former State. And ſurely nothing 
can be better calculated for Places of 
Puniſhment than they are, nor could any 
one for his Offences better deſerve them, 


than myſelf. 


In this Region of Heat and Cold, I con- 
tinued two thouſand Years, at one Time 
a thouſand times hotter than red-hot Iron, 
and at another, as much colder than the 


frozen Ice. 


Here I ſaw many of thoſe deſpotic 
Tyrants, who in a former State had 
butchered their Subjects, for their Amuſe- 
ment, and trampled upon the Laws and 
Liberties of their People, which they had 
ſwore to protect them in. 


- Thoſe who formerly had reckoned them- 
ſelves amongſt the immortal Gods, and 
obliged their infatuated Subjects to wor- 
ſhip them as ſuch, crawling on all four 
in a World of Miſeries, in the Shape of 
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chat Monſter they reſembled moſt in Nature 
and Diſpoſition, when in an human 
Shape. 


The Miniſters that had ſacrificed their 
Kings and Fellow- Subjects to their own 
Ambition, and who formerly, ſwelled with 
Pride and Arrogance, had robbed and 
plundered the People, and brought Po- 
verty and Deſolation upon a once rich 
and flouriſhing Country, to feed their own 
Luxury, were there in great Numbers, 
and moſt of them in the Shape of Toads, 
ſwelling with Pride, yet loathed and de- 
teſted even by the wretched Inhabitants 
of thoſe unhappy Worlds. For the Comets, 
as I have before obſerved, are all intended, 
for a certain Period, to be Places of Puniſh- 
ment to thoſe that by their Crimes in a 
former State have deſerv'd it, and they 


are all in the Shape of that Beaſt they 


moſt reſembled in Nature and Temper at 
that Time. 


But 
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But the Profeſſions that ſwarmed moſt 
in the Comet, I was in, were Prieſts and 
Lawyers; they were ina very great Abun- 
dance, and in the Shapes of the moſt 
horrid and loathſome Beaſts, retaining, 
their proud tyrannic Inclinations, but not 
the Power or Ability to put them in 
Force. 


Here the miter'd Tyrant, who formerly 
wallowed in every vicious Indulgence, 
luſtful as a Goat, and pampered like a 
Gooſe for a great Man's Table, grovels 
in the Dirt and Mire on four Legs: 
ſweeping the Ground with his puffed-out 
Paunch in the Shape of a Hog, or ſome 
other beaſtly Creature. 'The Spruce pow- 
dered Prig, who was more attentive to 
his Dreſs, than the Cure of Souls com- 
mitted to his Charge; and the brawney 
Prieſt, whoſe ſole Employment conſiſted 
in deflowering Virgins, and ſatisfying 


ney luxurious Appetite z who inſtead of 


following 
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following his Duty, and the Example of 
thoſe he pretended to be a Succeſſor to, 
in viſiting and aſſiſting the Sick and 
Needy ; he who inſtead of copying after 
the Meekneſs and Humility of his great 
Maſter, was ſwell'd and puffed up with 
Pride and Arrogance, and would not have 
quitted his Pipe and Bottle for the Salva- 
tion of all Mankind, and inſtead of having 
Charity for the whole World, would 


ſacrifice their Souls and Bodies to his own 


Ambition; of theſe there are great Num- 
bers, and in the moſt horrid and deteſtable 
Shapes. But I muſt obſerve, that thoſe of 
the Perſuaſion of the triple-crowned Mo- 
narch are in the greateſt Numbers, and 
there is hardly one of them, after quitting 
the Earth, but becomes an Inhabitant of 
theſe diſmal Regions, 


Here the proud Lawyer, who in your 


World took Care to throw off all the idle 


Prejudices of Humanity, and who brought 
himſelf to that Pitch of Bravery and Re- 
ſolution, 
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ſolution, as to delight in the Sufferings of 
his Fellow-Creatures : who had more Plea- 
ſure in dragging a Huſband from his big- 
bellied Wife and helpleſs Infants, to ſend 
him to a loathſome Dungeon, than the 
gaping Crowd have in the Pageantry of a 
Lord Mayor's Day : whoſe Ear was more 
delighted with the Cries of the hungry 
Mother and her ſtarving Children, than 
with the moſt exquifite Muſick : He 
whoſe chief Banquet conſiſted like a Leach 
in ſucking the Blood of human Kind» 
and as a Shark to feed upon their Vitals. 


He who formerly diſplayed his Talents, 
in holding forth upon and ſupporting a 
Cauſe which he knew in every Particular 
to be unjuſt; and by that Means had 
often the immenſe. Pleaſure of robbing 
many honeſt Families of their Right, and 
bringing them to Ruin and Beggary. He 
whoſe Conſcience was always ready to be 
ſold to the higheſt Bidder, and whoſe ſole 
Delight was to plunder the Needy; of 
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theſe there are, and always will be great 
Numbers, for hardly one eſcapes. Attor- 
neys, Jaylors, Bailifs and their Followers, 
and all the other Underlings of the Law, 
ſwarm in theſe Worlds in prodigious Quan- 
tities. Beſides, the Royal-Exchange, and 
the Frequenters of it, furniſh them with 
great Numbers: But it is impoſſible to 
deſcribe to you, the immenſe Shoals of 
Jews, and their Friends and Allies, that 
arrive there yearly; there is hardly one 
of them ſince the Beginning of the World, 
but what after leaving the Earth has 
become an Inhabitant of one of the 
Comets, and all of them in the Shape of 
Swine, grovelling in the Dirt, and feeding 
on the Excrements of the filthy Inhabi- 
tants. 


Courtiers and Flatterers are likewiſe 
there in great Numbers, and Beaux and 
Fops fill the Trees and Rocks, in the 
Shapes of chattering Monkies. 


But 
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But you will think it very extraordi- 
nary, that there are very few of thoſe un- 
happy Women, who having been decoy'd 
and ruined by the fair Promiſes of thoſe 
Men, who make it their Buſineſs and 
carry on a Trade of debauching innocent 
Wenches, and then deſerting them; by 
which Means they are reduced to get their 
Livelihood by a Way of Life too ſhocking 
to mention. No; few of them are there, 
but their vile Undoers in the Shape of 
Goats are in great Numbers; and very 
juſtly, for they undoubtedly are anſwerable 
for all the Sins thofe unhappy Creatures 
commit, by liſt'ning to their artful and 
deſigning Lies. But on the contrary, thoſe 
Fair-ones, who had no Occaſion to pro- 
ſtitute themſelves, and were only guided 
by a luſtful Diſpoſition, ſwarm here in 
the Shape of Water-Wagtails. 


Miſers, and all thofe who in an earthly 


State were deaf to the Cries and Miſeries 
| of 
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of their Fellow-Creatures, abound in great 
Quantities, 


There are likewiſe many in theſe Worlds 
of Puniſhment, that belonged to other 
Planets; but as you would be a Stranger 
to the Nature of their Offences, being un- 
acquainted with the Manners and Cuſtoms 
of thoſe planetary Inhabitants, I have 
confined myſelf to an Account of them 
that formerly inhabited the World that 
you are upon, and which was the laſt that 
J belonged to in a mortal State. 


As I myſelf was confined to one of 
theſe Worlds for the moſt heinous Crime 
that could be committed, as I have already 
told you; I doubt not but you will be 
deſirous of knowing, what my Station 
was during my Imprifonment in a Comet. 
In ſhort I was a Serpent, and in that 
wretched Shape I licked the Duſt, and 
dragged on a tedious and miſerable Life 
for two thouſand Years: at the End of 

which 
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which very luckily had my Head cruſh'd 
to Pieces, by the Foot of an Horſe who 
came galloping over me, and who for- 
merly had been a famous Country Squire 
and Fox-Hunter in the Weſt of Englend: 
The Inſtant this lucky Accident happen'd, 
I became an Inhabitant of that comfortleis 


Region known amongſt you by the Name 
of the Planet Sa ruRN. 


The Hardſhips I had endured in the 
Comet had not aton'd for the Crimes 1 
had been guilty of in Jupiter; however, 
the Severity of my Situation there, was 
much ſuperior to what it was now that I 
was become a SATURNIAN. 


By Reaſon of the immenſe Diſtance of 
this Planet from the Sun, the Inhabitants 
receive little or no Benefit from him; and 
are, as it were, driven away from the 
comfortable and nouriſhing Influence of 
his Rays (which is felt by thoſe whoſe 
Situations are nearer to him) and they 

are 
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are in almoſt a continued State of Cold 
and Darkneſs. 


The Inhabitants are of the ſame Shape 
and Form as yourſelf, but of a gygantic 
Size, which perhaps proceeds from the 
Coldneſs of the Climate they are in; for 
you may obſerve, that in your World the 
farther you go North, the larger and 
ſtronger are the People. 


They all go naked, and are the vileſt 
and moſt abject Slaves in Nature. Their 
Kings have an unbounded Power over 
them, which they exerciſe with the greateſt 
Severity and Strictneſs. 


I lived amongſt theſe People five hun- 
dred Years, and then had the good Luck 
to be one of a vaſt Number, that the 
Emperor put to Death, in Honour of one 
of his Concubines, ro whom he that Day 
gave an Entertainment, 
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My Situation now was altered greatly 
for the better, and the Inflant that the 
immortal Part of me quitted its old Ha- 
bitation, it inſtantly darted through that 
immenſe Space, that is comprehended be- 
tween the Diſtance of Saturn and the 
Earth, and] immediately animated a Body, 
that my Mother, (who was an honeſt 
Miller's Wife in Yorkſoire) was to bring 
forth, in about four Month's Time. Not 
liking my Priſon, I kick*d and ſprawl'd, 
and uſed every Method in my Power to 
get clear of it, but all in vain; I was 
obliged to ſtay out my Time, and at laſt 
appeared in the Midwife's Arms a ſtout 
luſty Boy, to the great Joy of my Parents, 
as I was the firſt they ever had, 


My Mother, who was much ſuperior in 
Birth and Education to my Father, having 
been ſecond Dreſſer to a Lady of Quality 
in the Neighbourhood, could not bear to 


have me brought up to my Father's mean 
| Pro- 
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Profeſſion : and when I was about ſeven 
Years old, inſtead of helping him in his 
Buſineſs, I was kept at home, and proper 
Perſons attended to teach me to write and 
read; I likewiſe had a drawing, a dancing 
and a muſic Maſter; ſo that by the Time 
T was fourteen, I was reckoned one of 
the compleateſt young Fellows in the 
County. This Proceeding of my Mother 
gave my Father a great deal of Uneaſineſs, 
as it run away with all the Money that he 
could poſſibly earn by his Care and Ins 
duſtry ; but however, he very ſeldom durſt 
ſpeak to her about it; for whenever he 
began to expoſtulate, and repreſent how 
inconſiſtent ſuch an Education was with 
my Birth, and that inſtead of Dancing 
and Capering, I ought to be brought up 
to carry his Sacks, and aſſiſt him at his 
Buſineſs; ſhe always cut him Hort, by 
repreſenting to him, that ſurely the knew 
beſt how to bring up her own Child, who 
had had ſo good an Education herſelf ; and 
that it was very impertinent in fuch a 
Mechanic 
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Mechanic as him to interfere with her 
Affairs; and deſired him to remember 
what an Honour it was to him, to have 
married a Perſon of her Family (I ima- 
gine, meaning the Family ſhe had been 
Servant in, for her Father cry'd Apples 
about the Streets in a Wheelbarrow, and 
her Mother was an Oyſter Woman.) She 
likewiſe put him in Mind of the Fortune 
ſhe brought him; for ſhe had twenty 
Pounds, butit was ſuſpected that her Lady's 
Wearing Apparel had been made tree 
with to raiſe that Sum, for which ſhe 
loſt her Place, and had like to have been 
tranſported into the Bargain.

But you'll forget me.—— However, I 
hope you'll pardon thoſe Drubbings I 
have been obliged to give you, for it 


was for the Good of the Service, and to 


make you a great Man, 


This Harangue greatly excited my 
Curioſity, and I begged he would let me 
know the Meaning of it. Oh! ay, ſays 
he, that's true, I had forgot: Why you 


| muſt know, that the Lady you ſaw talk- 
ing to me, is Wife to a very great Man, 


who has more Intereſt than any body 


about Court: and if you like it, ſhe is 
deſirous of making you one of her Foot- 


men, and in Time you may riſe to be 
H 2 her 
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her Gentleman. She bid me ſpeak to 
you about it, and if you approved of it, 
to ſpeak to the Captain to wait on her 
about your Diſcharge; and it will be a 

good Thing for him too; for to be ſure 
ſhe'll ſpare no Money, and he'll aſk 
enough I warrant him. Now Tom, what 
ſay ye, will you be a Gentleman, or con- 
tinue to toſs about a Firelock ? 


I was not long in coming to a Reſolu- 
tion, but told him that my Determination 
was, to ſerve the Lady, and quit the Ser- 
vice.

Hall; where we attended to receive in

tuals, that he had crammed into his Guts 
at Dinner, 


As he paſſed to the Street- door, he caſt 
a moſt contemptible Look at me; and I 
overheard him ſay, I wonder my Lady 
could take ſuch a Wretch into her Fa- 
mily, I never ſaw ſo aukward a Fellow in 
my Life.

She keeps them only to fatisfy her inſa- 
tiable Luſt, and at the Hours that ſhe 
pretends to be at Prayers, ſhe is acting 
with her ghoſtly Guide ſuch Scenes of 
Lewdneſs, as would mak your Hair ſtand 
on End. And even theſe brawny backed 
Lechers are not able to ſatisfy her un- 
bounded Deſires ; but ſhe has likewiſe ſe- 
veral Houſes, where ſhe meets her Gal- 
lants at every Hour, both Day and Night. 


For my own Part, I have lived with her

Me had not been below an Hour before 
my Lady's Bell rung : One of the Gen-

m l told him I did not care what I ſuf-

He told me that 
he had Orders to carry me, as ſoon as 1 
came in, beiore my Maſter and Lady, 
unleſs I made a Diſcovery.

Accordingly it was brought down; but, 
good God! what was my Surprize and 
Confuſion when' upon it's being opened, 
the Bracelet was found wrapped up in one

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I then plainly ſaw that my Ruin was at 
Hand; the Circumſtances were too ſtrong 
againſt me, and none but my Lady, and 
one of her Helliſh Prieſts, knew the In- 
jury that was done me.

The 
airy Choiriſters regale their Ears with the 
moſt enchanting Melody, and a perpetual 
Spring reigns ever in this Place. Here 
furrounded with every Bliſs, dwell thoſe 
glorious Souls, that bave laid down their 
Lives in their Country's Cauſe; or fallen 
a Sacrifice, in Defence of that Liberty, 
which ſome baſe Tyrant endeavoured to 
deſtroy. Here they are gloriouſly rewarded 
for their former Toils, bleſſed with that 
Serenity of Mind, unknown to ought but 
Virtue. | 


Here were the Fabii, the Curiatii, the 
Horatii and the Scipio's, Cincinnatus and 
Camillus; the noble Roman Attilius, who, 
rather than break his Faith, ſubmitted to 
the moſt painful and languiſhing Death. 


Here the Great Brutus, who ſacrificed his 
Father and own Intereſt together in the 
Cauſe of Liberty, ſhone amongſt theſe 

Worthies 
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Worthies with ſuperior Luſtre ; and the 
immortal Cate, win rather than outlive 
his Country's Ruin, bravely plunged his 
Dagger into his Heart, 


Infinite Numbers more of illuſtrious 
Romans, who died in their Country's 
Caule, before Luxury and Effeminacy 
were introduced amongſt them, enjoycd 


this happy Region. 


Here was the Noble Theban FEpaminon- 
das, who by his Conqueſts made his na- 
tive City the Empreſs and Metropolis 
of all Greece, and who, in his laſt Battle, 
would not permit the fatal Spear to be 
drawn from his Side, till News was 
brought him of his having gained the 
Victory; then drew it out, having lived 
enough to die unvanquiſhed, and his Soul 
took Flight for this World, the Receptacle 
of ſuch conſummate Virtue.

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Here were likewiſe Numbers of Mo- 
narchs, who had made the Happineſs and 
Welfare of their Subjects their principal 
Care, and who rather choſe to be their 
Protectors than their Perſecutors.

of Wales, with a whole Train of Princes, 
that had ſwayed the Br:itj/h Sceptre; and 
Thouſands of Heroes, that bravely died 
in obtaining thoſe Liberties you now enjoy, 
But in all this glorious Crowd, none made 
a greater Figure than the immortal Harry, 
the great Conqueror. and Subduer of 
Fronce. | 


But 
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But nothing gave me ſo great Delight, 
as two beautiful Children, that I ſaw 
walking Hand in Hand, in a Field of 
Violets and Roles ; the Innocence, Sweet- 
neſs and Beauty that appeared in their 
Looks, made me conclude they were not 


mortal (for all the Inhabitants of this World 


are ſo, though they always appear of the 
fame Age they were, when they quitted 
the Earth) I imagined they were Angels 
deſcended from Heaven, and come to 
view this happy Region ; but upon En- 
quiry, I found that they were thoſe injur'd 
Babes, that were ſacrificed in the Tower 
of London, to the Ambition of their un- 
natural Uncle. 


There was only one Rioter in this 
World, and that was Alexander the Great. 
He till retained the Paſſion for Drinking 
which he had had on Earth, and ſome- 


times was a little noiſy, but never to 


_ offend; and to him I may owe my once 


more 
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more being an Inhabitant of the Earth; 
and in all likelihood the happy State I 
now enjoy. I was one Day, in his Com- 
pany, entertained with the Hiſtory of his 
Conquelts in Pera, and particularly de- 
lighted with the Account of his generous 
Treatment of the beauteous Family of 
Darius; when I was ſo charmed with 
his Converſation, that I allowed myſelf to 
drink almoſt to Exceſs; this had ſuch an 
Effect upon me, that it threw me into fo 
violent a Fever, that in two Days Time, 
my Soul quitted this delightiul World, 
and once more took Poſſeſſion of an 
earthly Body.

another Accident as brought you amongſt 
us) yet you may depend upon it, that if 
it is your Deſire, we will find a Method 
to bring you here again. I returned him 
many Thanks for his Goodneſs, and aſſured 
him that, if I had it in my own Power to 
follow my Inclinations, I would never 
quit a Country, where I had received ſo 
many Marks of Favour, and whoſe Inha- 


bitants rather reſembled Angels than 
Men. 


* 
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Says he, it is certain that we are bleſſed 
with particular Marks of the Divine 
Favour; yet though we exceed your 
World in Perfection, we fall far ſhort of 
Mr. Thompjon's Jupiter and Mars's Inha- 
bitants, 


But the greateſt Bleſſing we enjoy, and 
what is the chief Cauſe of our Happineſe, 
is the not having Occaſion for that Traſh, 
which in your World is more rever'd, 
than the great Creator himſelf. Yet far 
be it from me to ſay that it is ſo by all, 
tho? I fear it is by much, very much the 
greateſt Number, 


Indeed we have it in a much greater 
Abundance than in your World, but then 
it is only uſed to be trampled upon. (For 
a Proof of this, you need only look into 
your own Hiſtories, moſt of which, we 
have with us, tranſlated into our own 
Language, by Perfons that have from 


Time to Time, been fent to your World 
fol 
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for that Purpoſe.) You will there find, 
that it has been the Deſtruction of the 
greateſt Empires. Rome never faw ſuch 
Generals and Patriots, as ſhe did when 
they were (upon any State Emergency) 
fetched from the Plough, and having 


ſaved their Country, returned to the 
Plough again,

The wiſe Lycurgus was ſo ſenſible that 
Wealth and its conſtant Attendant Luxury, 
were ſuch Enemies to Mankind, that he 
prohibited the Introduction of Gold and 
Silver into his Commonwealth, and 
made all Property (nay even Children) 
belong to the State. Whilſt theſe Regu- 
lations continued in Vigour, the Lacede- 
monians were a great and happy People, 
but afterwards upon Gold and Silver being 
introduced, the People became luxurious, 
corrupt, factious and cffeminate, But 
amongſt us, theſe Things can never 
happen, we have not the golden Idol, 
neither do we want it. We do not 


K 3 imagine 
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imagine that our whole Globe was created 
to feed the Pride and Luxury of a few, 
and that the reſt ſhould periſh ſor Want, 
by depriving them of the Productions of 
our common Mother the Earth*, who 
yields her Bounty to every one indiſcri— 
minately, For this Reaſon every one has 
an equal Share of her Productions, and 
by this means Want is avoided, and all the 
Mliſchiefs it occaſions, I cannot help 


obſerving to you, that in your World, 


Riches is a Cloak to all Villanies ; nay, I 
may venture to ſay, that there are no 
Villains amongſt you but poor Ones. 


A miſerable Wretch who ſteals a Six- 
pence, to ſave himſelf from Starving, 
ſhall be hang'd ; whilſt the great Villain, 
that robs his Fellow- Subjects of Thou- 
ſands, ſhall glory in the Thett.

* When I ſay Earth on theſe Occaſions, I mean 
their World. 


What 
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What amongſt the Great is called ſu- 


perior Talents, and reſpected accordingly ; 


amongſt the Poor, is called Villany, and 
puniſhed as ſuch. I defy you to mention 
to me an Inſtance in your World, where 
a Man, though the greateſt Raſcal that 
ever exiſted, {provided he has Money, no 
matter how he came by it) is not reſpected 
and careſſed, and even by thoſe who have 
the Reins of Government in their Hands, 
and ought impartially to diſtribute Juſtice 
without Favour or Affection; and hang 
the great Rogue, as well as the little one. 


But theſe are Remarks, that I know you 


muſt have made yourſelf, therefore we will 
drop the Subject. | 


I told him there was ſo much Truth in 
his Obſervations, that I had no Reply to 
make, and was ſorry that our World 
gave ſo much Reaſon to have them made, 
and eſpecially with ſo much Juſtice. Nay, 
lays he, ſtill to ſupport what I have 
K 4 aſſerted ; 
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aſſerted; I can prove that there is no Ac- 
tion of a Man's Life, but what is judged 
by the Multitude, according to his Cir- 


cumſtances. For inſtance, the Perſon in 
ſmall Circumſtances loves good Eating 


and Drinking; for this, he gets the Name 
of an idle, worthleſs Spendthrift, and a 
Jail is too good for him : theſe Qualities, 
in the rich Man, are called an Elegance of 
Tafte, (though he ſpends twice his Fortune 
to ſupport them.) The poor Perſon ſhall 
run ten Pounds in Debt, be caſt off by 
his Friends and Relations, as a Wretch 
unworthy of living, whilſt the great Man 
ſhall have almoſt Adoration ſhewn him 
for ruining Hundreds of Families. 


The poor Wretch that has been deluded, 
by the fair Promiſes of your Men of For- 
tune, and given up the moſt precious 
Jewel ſhe had, is branded with the inta- 
mous Name of Whore, ſent to a Dungeon 
to be ſtriped, whilſt her rich Undoer is 
ROE "Wiſe in his Villiany, and gets the 

Character, 
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Character, amongſt his Acquaintance of 
both Sexes, of a clever Fellow and a Man 
of Gallantry. The Wretch that proſti- 
tutes herſelf for Gain, and perhaps is the 
Miſtreſs of ſome great and powerful Man, 
is revered and worſhipped by Perſons of 
both Sexes, What Impropriety ! Virtue 
is either to be revered or the contrary 
therefore certainly the Want of it is as 
great a Crime (and ought to meet with 
the ſame Puniſhment) in the rich Whore, 
as the poor one; for the Miſtreſs of a 
King deſerves that ignominious Title, as 
much as that of a Cobler. In ſhort, look: 
through Life, and you will find there are 
no bad People but poor ones; and that a 
rich Man attains the Reputation of a 
great one, by the very ſame Methods that 
a poor one gets a Halter, only with this 
Difference, that the poor one ſteals a half- 
penny Role through Hunger, and the 
great one robs Thoulands through Ambi- 
tion. Thanks to the great God, ſays he, 
none of theſe Temptations are amongſt 
K5 1183 
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us, and conſequently none of the Incon 
veniencies that ariſe from them. 


Our Diſcourſe afterwards was upon 
various Subjects, and He (for I am no 
longer allowed to call him Majeſty, being 
a Title only due to the Creator) was 
pleaſed to tell me, that though he had 
reigned above threeſcore Years (being then 
three hundred and fifty Years of Age) that 
he never had been obliged to bring any 
Body to public Trial for Miſdemeanors, 
but, ſays he, to-morrow a Man is to be 
publickly judg'd for a Crime, that with 
us is held the greateſt.

As nothing material occurred till the 
next Day, that we were to wait again on 
the Prince; I ſhall give my Reader a ſhort 
Keſpite, aud concluce this Chapter. 
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7 am preſent at a remarkable Trial before 
the Prince. An Account of the Pro- 
ceedings, and the Sentence paſſed there= 
07, 


HIS Morning we fat out ſooner 
than ordinary, as the Trial was to 
come on at eight o'Clock. When we ar- 
rived at the Palace, we found the Em- 
peror and a vaſt Number of Perſons al- 
ready aſſembled. As ſoon as he ſaw us, 
he accoſted us in the moſt obliging Man- 
ner; and was pleaſed to ſay, that this was 
the only unhappy Day he had ever had in 
his long Reign. For this Day, ſays he, 
and it is abſolutely neceſſary) J ſhall be 
obliged to pals a Sentence, that I had 
never occaſion to do before. And ſorry 
am I to ſay it, that it would not now have 
2 | hap- 
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1appened, had it not been occaſioned by 
the People of your World, who are now 


confined to the Earthly Quarter. As ſoon 
as he had done ſpeaking, he proceeded to 
the Place of Trial, which was a large 
Field; and being ſeated on an Eminence 
prepared for that Purpoſe, ſeventy of the 
oldeſt Perſons (for here they never allow 
Boys to be Judges, in Caſes of Life and 
Death) took their Seats on each Side of 
him, and ſoon after the Criminal appeared. 
He ſeemed to be about fifty, (quite a 
Youth) he was dreſſed in a black Jacket 
and Petticoat, his Robe and Turbant the 
ſame Colour, and no Feathers as at other 
Times. As ſoon as he was brought before 
the Emperor, he was by him, acquainted 
with the Crime laid to his Charge, in (as 
near as I can remember) the following 
Words. 


Lis, ſays the Emperor, near four hundred 
Tears, that our Creator, by his un- 


ſpeakable Mercies, bas allowed me to 
enjoy 
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enjoy Life. In all that Time I never 
felt ſo uneaſy a Moment as I at this 
Inſtant do. What Pain muſt it give 
every Inhabitant of the Central World, 
to fee one of their Brethren called before 
this venerable Aſſembly, to anſwer for 
a Crime that was hardly ever heard of 
before amongſt us. You are charged 
with a Crime of the blackeſt Nature, 
and which, by our Laws, is puniſhed 
with Death. It is is a Crime ſo deteſ- 
table in itſelf, that it ought, above all 
others, to be puniſhed with the utmoſt 
Severity. I moſt heartily wiſh, that 
you may be able ſo far to clear yourſelf, 
as to wipe off that Stain that muſt other- 
wiſe be for ever left to Poſterity, upon 
this Age, in caſe you are found guilty. 
The Crime alledged againſt you is that of 
Ingratitude, and it makes my Blood run 
cold to repeat the Word. As TI ſhall 
chooſe to detain the Aſſembly as ſhort a 
Time as poſſible, I ſhall now order your 
Accuſers to appear, and acquaint us 


With 
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with what they have to ſay in regard 
to the Charge, and then you will be al- 
lowed to make your Defence. 


There was only one Perſon that ap- 
peared againſt him, and he delivered into 
Court a Paper containing the Charge, 
which being read was to the following 
Effect; but, for the Benefit of my Readers, 
I ſhall give it according to the Law Me- 
thod (practiſed with us) in drawing up 
theſe Things. This Paper acquainted the 
Court, that 


He had known the Priſoner from his In- 
fancy, that he had always bore the bc 
of Characters until this unhappy Af air 
happened. That he (the Priſoner) out of 
a filly Curioſity, had gone to viſit tht 
Earthly Quarter. That he had: ſtayed 
there above a Month. That upon his 
Return home, he called at his (the 
Deponent's) Houſe, and acquainted him 
with the Excurſion he had made, and 
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at the ſame Time told him, that he was 
fearful he had incurred his Father's 
Diſpleaſure by ſtaying away ſo long, 
and defired him (this Deponent ) to give 
him a Lodging in his Houſe, and to en- 
deavour to make Friends between him, 
and his (the Priſont8s) Father. That 
be (this Deponent) gave him a very 
friendly Reception, and waited on his 
Father with a View ta accommodate 
Matters between them, That finding 
his Father a lilile refraftory, be conti- 
nued the Priſoner in his Houſe for the 
Space of three Weeks and more, during 
evhich Time he endeavoured to do him 
all the good Offices in his Power. That 
at laſt he (the Deponent ) prevailed with 
the Father to be reconciled to the Son, 
and to receive him again into Favour, 
That after the Priſoner was received 
by his Father, he acquainted him, 
that it was by his (tbe Deponent*s) In- 
ſtigation, that he had been ſo long 


from home; and that he ſhould never 
have 
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have viſited the Earthly Quarter, had 
it not been by his (he Deponent's) Per- 
ſuaſion. That this falſe Repreſentation 
has occaſioned great Ill-will from the 
Father of the Priſoner to him this De- 
ponent : And that likewiſe upon his 
(this Deponent's) coming home one 
Night, from his (the Priſoner's) Fa- 
ther's during the Time of him, (the 
Priſoner's) being in this Deponent's 
Houſe, he. found his youngeſt Daughter, 
a Girl about thirty, all in Tears, and 
upon his (this Deponent s) aſking her the 
Reaſon, ſhe acquainted him, that the 
Priſoner, during his (the Deponent's) 
Abſence, had offered Violence to her, 


and ſaid, the old Prigg, her Father, 


was a Scoundrel; and as ſoon as be had 
compleated the Reconciliation between 
him and his Father, he would return 
him Thanks by a Kick on the Breech, 


Dem him, or Words to that Effef?. 


The 
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The Priſoner being aſked whether he 
was guilty or not, he pleaded guilty, and 
threw himſelf upon the Mercy of the Em- 
peror, and the Court. He likewiſe begged 
Leave (in Mitigation of his Crime) to ac- 
quaint them, that he unhappily had heard 
of the Earthly Quarter ; that his Curio- 
ſity carried him there : that when he was 
got amongſt thoſe People, upon his men- 
tioning that he was ſure it would diſoblige 
his Father, and the great Duty that was 
due from a Son to a Parent, they laughed 
at him, and ſaid, his Father was an old 
Prigg, (a Word that he did not underſtand) 
and that no Bloods, the Meaning of which 
he did not underſtand till it was explained 
to him, ought to have any Regard for ſuch 
old Fools. As to the Abuſe offered the 
Deponent's Daughter, he acknowledged 
it, and that he made Uſe of the Words 
Dem me, but did not know their Meaning ;

theſe People. That they likewiſe told 

him, 
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him, that no young Fellow ought to be 
looked upon as a Buck, till ſuch Time 
as he had either debauched his Friend's 
Daughter, or lain with his Wife. 


That he was very ſorry for the Errors 
he had been guilty of; but, as he inge- 
nuouſly confeſſed them, he hoped he ſhould 
meet with Mercy. 


The Emperor obſerved to the Court, 
that though the young Fellow had made a 
frank and open Confeſſion of his Fault; 
yet it would be dangerous to permit him 
to dwell amongſt them: and, that though 
he now ſeemed ſenſible of his Crime, he 
might again relapſe: and how fatal a 
Thing of that Sort might be to the 


whole Empire, by debauching the Morals , 

of the Youth, and, in Time, introducing Þ . 

all the Vices that were practiſed in the ” 
at 


Earthly World. He, therefore, recom- | 
mended it to the Wiſdom of the Judges, 


to endeavour to prevent in Time, W. 
an 
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at laſt, might be the Deſtruction of the 
Empire. They therefore, in leſs than a 


Quarter of an Hour, reſolved upon the 
following Sentence, viz, | 


That the Priſoner ſhould be carried to the 
Place from whence he came; that be 


there ſhould have his Beard and Hair 
cut off ; that from thence he ſhould be 
conducted to the Earthly Quarter, and 
never come out of it upon Pain of Death. 


This Sentence being confirmed by the 
Emperor, it was immediately put in Ex- 
ecution, and then the Court broke up. 


This Affair, I muſt own, ſhocked me 

a good deal. To ſee the poor young 
Fellow baniſhed from the Society of the 
moſt amiable Set of Men I had ever been 
amongſty/ to a Set of Wretches that did 
not deſerve to live, aftected me greatly, 
But his Doom was irrevocable, the Sen- 
tence was paſſed z and had he been the 
Em- 
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Emperor's Son, it would have been 
put in full Force. For here, as I have 
often obſerved, there is no Favour or Af- 
fection; if a Perſon incurs a Penalty by 
any Breach of the Conſtitution, he muſt 
ſubmit to it. 


How different with us! how many In- 
ſtances have we yearly, of poor Devils, 
that have no Friends, ſuffering for Trifles 
at Tyburn; when the Perſon guilty of the 
moſt enormous Crimes, (Murder not ex- 
cepted) ſhall receive a Reprieve : becauſe, 
perhaps, the Perſon condemned has mar- 
ried a Woman, that is acquainted with a 
Perſon, who is intimate with another, that 
is a great Favourite of the Stay-maker, 
that works fer the Lady, that is Woman 
to the Miſtreſs of ſome great Man in 


Porver.

Surely the Lives of our Fellow-Crea- 
tures ought not to be held ſo cheap: and 
few, very few, ſhould ſo haſtily be 


launched

launched into Eternity, becauſe they have 
the Misfortune to be deſtitute of Money 
or Friends. But to return, 


Though (as I ſaid before) this young 
Fellow's unhappy Caſe ſhocked me 
greatly, yet I had ſoon after a greater 
Cauſe of Grief. For, notwithſtanding I 
had been ſo ill · uſed in the World where I 
was born, and had ſo little Reaſon to be 
affected with the Puniſhments inflicted on 
thoſe, that originally ſprung from the 
Loins of my earthly Brethren ; yet I ſtil} 
had a little Natural Affection left for my 
Countrymen (for ſo I call all that belong 
to our World) and though they brought 
their Puniſhment upon themſelves, I could 
not help pitying them. I ſpeak of the 
Earthly Quarter (of which mention has 
often been made) whoſe Anceſtors were 
formerly part of the Inhabitants of our 
Globe, but were thrown, by an Earth- 
quake, near an hundred Years ago, upon

She perceived my Thoughts, and was 
kind enough to ſay, that ſhe did not 
doubt, but that through the whole Crea- 
tion there was a Mixture of Good and 
Bad; and though our World in general 
bore the Character of being a People void 
of every good Quality, and guilty of 
every Vice, that yet there were ſeveral 
amongſt us, that were poſſeſſed of every 
Virtue requiſite in the human Species.

A few Days after the Marriage, he 
pitched upon a ſufficient Piece of Lands 
for the Maintenance of himſelf and Family, 
and in a ſhort Time there was a very 
handſome Houſe built upon it, he being 
aſſiſted by many of his Neighbours. As 
ſoon as it was finiſhed, he conducted his 
Wite home; and my Time was chiefly 
employed, either at his Houſe or his 
Father's, and in various Parties of Plea- 
ſure. 


Notwithſtanding I paſt my Time ſo 
agreeably, my Deſire to return to my 
native Country increaſed ; and though I 
had met with a great deal of Cruelty from 
Relations, and Ingratitude from Acquain- 
tance, I ſtill was in hopes (from what 
Mr. Weridly told me before he died) that 
T ſhould meet with a kind Reception.

I therefore determined upon taking my 
Departure, before my Time was expired, 
eſpecially as it appeared diſagreeable to 
me to be forced out of the Country, (as I 
muſt have been, had I ſtay'd out my 
Time) and I choſe to make a Virtue of 
a Neceſſity. | 


I therefore took an Opportunity to tell 
my worthy old Friend, that Mr. Woridly 
(before he expired) had told me ſome 
Particulars relating to my Affairs, that 
would require my Preſence in our World, 
before the Time limited for my Departure 
was expired, And I therefore begged 
that he would be ſo kind to add to the 
Number of Favours I had already re- 
ceived from him, that of putting me in 
a Way of accompliſhing my Deſign; for 
I told him, ſmiling, tho* I had been ſo 
accidentally and miraculouſly thrown up- 
on their World, I had no Notion-how ÞT 
could return to my Own again. 


He 
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He was pleaſed to ſay, that it gave 
him great Concern to think that he muſt 
part with me; but, ſays he, I am fo 
much your Friend, that I would prefer 
your Eaſe to my own; and as you ſay it 
is abſolutely neceſſary that you imme- 
diately return to your own World, I will 
not only comply with your Requeſt, and 
put you in a Way how to perform it, 
but likewiſe accompany you myſelf. I 
returned him many Thanks for his Good- 
neſs; and it gave me great Pleaſure to 
think that I ſhould have his Company 
along with me. He told me, that upon 
my giving him two Days Notice, he 
would be ready to attend me; and for the 
preſent we dropped the Diſcourſe. 


I employed my Time between this and 
my Departure, in taking Leave of all 
my Acquaintance ; which when done, 


the good old Man was as good as his 
Word, and got every thing in Readineſs. 
I 
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I muſt own I was greatly divided be- 
tween Grief and Pleaſure ; to leave theſe 
worthy People gave me great Concern, 
and yet I had a ſecret Pleaſure in the 
Thoughts of once more ſeeing my native 
Country. For there is certainly an in- 
nate Aﬀection planted in every one's 
Breaſt for the Place of their Nativity, 
be it ever ſo bad; and the vulgar Proverb 
of Home's home, be it ever ſo homely, carries 
in it a great deal of Truth. 


The Time being now come for our 
Departure, after taking the moſt affectio- 
nate Leave of my Friend's Wife and 
Family, we ſet out; but our Manner of 


Travelling differed from the common one, 
in the Central World. 


As ſoon as we came to the Door, I per- 
ceived two monſtrous Birds; to the Beak 
of one of them was was faſtened a long 
Ribbon, which my kind Conductor taking 
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in his Hand, he directed me to get upon 
its Back, and he mounted the other. He 
kept the Ribbon (that was faſtened to 
mine) in his Hand, as we often ſee a 
Groom hold a Rein of his young Maſter's 
Horſe, before he is perfected in riding; 
and upon his giving the Signal, they ex- 
tended their Wings, and ſoared up with 
us at a prodigious Rate. I believe in 
about ſix Hours, we had got half way on 
our Journey; for the World 1 had left, 
began to look like a large Moon at Full, 
I cannot help ſaying, but upon ſeeing it, 1 
caſt many a heavy Sigh; and if I live to the 
Age of Methuſelah, I ſhall always retain 
the higheſt Veneration and Eſteem for 
its Inhabitants. 


My Conductor now deſired me to 
obſerve the Glory that ſurrounded me, 
(for we were come ſo near to the concave 
Part of our World, that the Jewels with 
which it was ſtudded, almoſt took away 

my 
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my Eye Sight;) but this did not laſt long, 
for preſently we were ſurrounded with a 
total Darkneſs. He then told me that 
we were got into the Cruſt of our World, 
and that the paſſing of it, would be much 
more difficult than all the former Part of 
our Journey. And indeed ſo it was, for 
the Space was ſo much confined, that the 
Birds had hardly Room to move their 
Wings; but in about an Hour, after we 
had been in this Darkneſs, I diſcovered 
Light, and preſently afterwards, we ar- 
rived ſafe upon my Mother World, but in 
what Part I never knew. 


He congratulated me upon our ſafe 
Arrival, and told me, that we were within 


a few Miles of London, whither he would 


accompany me, but that I muſt ſubmit, 
for a little while to have my Eyes co- 
vered, that I might not know in what 
Part to find this Entrance to their World.

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And now my Situation was very bad, 
for I had got to a World, where nothing 
was to be had without Money, and where 
one might ſtarve for an halfpenny Roll, 
if there is not wherewithal to pay for it. 
My Conducter obſerved my Uneaſineſs, 
and told me that though it was capital to 
bring any Gold or Jewels from the Centre; 
yet as he ſoreſaw the Neceſſity there would 
be for it, he had brought with him a ſmall 
Diamond, which 1 might fell to ſupply my 
preſent Occaſions: He accordingly gave 
it me, and by this Time I ſmelt the Smoke 
of London; and ſoon after, we arrived in 
Piccadilly. 


As we had both of us our Central 
Garbs on, I recollected an old Friend, 
that lived in that Part of the Town, that 
I was in hopes might ſupply us with proper 
Dreſſes, as he dealt in thoſe Sorts of 
Things. We accordingly went to his 

Houſe, 
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Houſe, and upon the Door being opened, 
the Maid, as ſoon as ſhe izw us in ſuch 
odd Dreſſes, let drop the Candle, and 
{cream'd out, A Ghoſt! a Ghoſt ! The Noife 
brought down the Maſter, who upon my 
ſpeaking to him inſtantly knew me. I 
told him, that I and my Friend had been 
upon a Frolick a Maſquerading, and that 
as we were a good Way from Home, and 
choſe to change our Dreſies, I ſhould be 
greatly obliged to him if he would furniſh 
us. He was ſo kind to conſent to it, and 
we were inſtantly equipped in Zarthly Garbs, 
upon Promiſe of returning them the next 
Morning. 


He expreſſed a good deal of Surprize 
at the prodigious Length of my Friend's 
Beard ; but I told him that he was a Fo- 
reigner, ſpoke no Engliſh, and that it was 
the Cuſtom of the Country he came from, 
to wear their Beards to that Length: 
With this his Curioſity was ſatisfied. 1 


now 
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now perceived that I had another Diffi- 
culty to ſurmount ; we had not a Far- 
thing of Money ; and it was too late to 
think of diſpoſing of my Diamond till 
the Morning. 


I therefore let my Acquaintance know 
our Situation, and he very generouſly 
relieved us by lending me a Couple of 
Guineas ; but inſiſted on our dining with 


him the next Day, which we conſented 
to, and parted. 


I muſt own that now the Calls of Hun- 
ger were very ſtrong upon me, which I 
ſignified to my old Friend; and I found 
that a little Supper would not be diſ- 
agreeable to him: And it 15 not to be 
wondered at that we ſhould be hungry, 
conſidering that we had travelled this 
Day no leſs than three thouſand Miles; 
which will be eaſily ſeen, if the Reader 
pleaſes to obſerve, that the Diameter of

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our World is ſeven thouſand Miles, the 
Diameter of the Central Globe one thou- 
ſand z conſequently from the Surface of 
one to the Surface of the other, muſt be 
three thouſand Miles. 


Me now prepared to ſeek out a proper 
Houſe, to allay the Cravings of Nature, 
and we pitched upon the Thetch'd Houſe 
Tavern, St. James's Street. As I knew 
my Friend would touch nothing that had 
had Life, and not having a Deſire for 
any Thing of that Sort myſelf, (having 
ſo long been unaccuſtomed to it) ſo ſoon 
as we entered the Houſe, and had fixed 
on a Room, I ordered a large Sallad, 
ſome Artichoaks to be boiled, with 
other Things of that Sort, and a Diſh 
of Tarts and Cream Cheeſe.

ſeen him in Bed, and thrown the Quilt 
over him, I took my Leave, and retired 
to my own Room, where I went to Bed,

The CONCLUSION. 


PON my getting up in the Mor- 

ning, I went to my good old 
Friend's Chamber, who I found already 
riſen, and after having breakfaſted we 
ſallied into the Streets, where we did not 
want for Crowds of Gazers ; for his Beard 
was of a moſt prodigious Length, and 
as white as Silver. Beſides, there was 
a certain Majeſty in his Perſon that 
exceeded any Thivg to be ſeen amongſt 
us; and I do not doubt but many of my 
Readers may remember (by this Deſcrip- 
tion) to have ſeen him in the Park and 
about Charing Croſs.

I told him that my 
Affairs had been in a diſagreeable Situa- 
tion, and that I had retired to Halland 
tl] ſuch Time as I could accommodate 
them; and having, as I thought, now hap- 
pily accompliſhed it, I was returned to 
my own Country, in order to ſpend the 
Remainder of my Days. He expreſſed 
infinite Satisfaction at my good Fortune, 
inſiſted upon my dining with him ſoon, 
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and bringing my Friend along with me, 
and ſaid ſo many obliging Things, that 
I began to think his Compliments ful- 
ſome, 


As ſoon as he had taken Leave of us 
and left the Room, my Friend looked 
very gravely in my Face, and aſked me 
how long I had known that Perſon? I told 
him many Years, that we were School-

This Diſcourſe ſurprized me greatly, 
for I verily believed the Perſon he ſpoke of 
was my ſtzunch Friend; eſpecially as I 
had it, both from his own Mouth, and 
under his Hand.

As ſoon as 
the Officer had left us, Well, ſays my 
Companion, what. do you think now ot 
your Friend? Think, fays I, I could not 

have

We now proceeded to my Friend's 
Houſe in Piccadilly. The firſt Thing I 
did was to repay the two Guineas ; and as 
the Cloaths, that he had lent us fitted 
very well, I propoſed the keeping them, 
and paying him the Value: which he 
readily conſented to. We were enter- 
tained with great Chearfulneſs by him, 
his Wife and Family; and after Dinner 
we ſent our Central Cloaths to Prero's, 
with Orders to keep the ſame Rooms we 
had had the Night before; and after taking 
our Leave, we went into the Mall, where 
we walked till Supper Time. 


As we were going to Bed, my Com- 
panion told me, he was determined to 
return home the next Morning : But I 
enjoin' you, ſays he, by our Friendſhip, 
not to ſtir out of your Room, till your 

uſual 
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uſual Hour ; nor by any Means to endea- 
vour to find out the Time or Manner of 
my Departure; for I ſhall ſet out early; 
and as my Return will be much ſpeedier 
than our Journey hither was, I ſhall be 
at home by Dinner : But it your Curio- 
ſity leads you to ſearch into the Manner 
of performing my Journey, you will loſe 
my Friendſhip for ever. You may de- 
pend upon ſome Time or other, ſeeing 
me again, or ſome of my Family: in the 
mean Time may the great Creator pre- 
ſerve you! and truſt not Mankind. So 
ſaying, he affectionately embraced me, 
but my Heart was ſo full, I could not 
utter one Word; for I was now left again 
to the Mercy of a deceitful World, without 
one Friend to aſſiſt me. As ſoon as I got 
to my Chamber, I threw myſelf upon my 
Bed, but could not get one Wink of 
Sleep : however, as my worthy Friend 
had enjoined me to Keep my Room till 
my uſual Hour, I moſt religiouſly ob- 
ſerved the Order, 
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A little after Eight, I went into his 
Chamber; he had left the Cloaths I had 
purchaſed, and taken his own, I pre- 
ſerve the Coat to this Day, and ſhall 
whilſt I live, (out of regard to him that 
once wore it) with as much Care as a 
Miter does his Treaſure: nay, I fit two 
or three Hours in the Day, and talk to it, 
as if it was my Friend. The Cloaths I 
brought from the Centre, I have ſtill by 
me; and in my Vill have left them (after 
my Deceaſe) to be lodged with Sir Haus 
 $loan's Curioſities. 


I ſpent the Remainder of the Day in the 
moſt melancholy Manner I ever did in 
my Lite: and as I walked the Streets, I 
avoided the Paſſengers as if they had been 
infected. If any Acquaintance ſpoke to 
me, inſtead of anſwering him, I ran 
from him as if he had been going to 
murder me; by. which Means I believe 
they thought 1 was gone diſtracted, In 

the 
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the Evening I went to Young Will“ 
Coffee-Houſe, to enquire after, my wor- 
thy Friend the Captain that had been ſo 
kind to me, and carried me with him to 


rah; but was informed that he had been 
dead ſome Months. 


The next Morning I ſet out for my 
Relations, in the Country, who received 
me with great Affection: this indeed 
greatly alleviated my Grief, but it was 
with great Difficulty that I could make 
them believe the Truth of my Adventures. 
After ſtaying with them for ſome Time, 
they gave me a Sum of Money, and 
ſettled a pretty Income upon me for Life. 
J paid off all my Debts, took a little Cot- 
tage in Kent (where I now live,) with as 
much Comfort as is poſſible in this World: 
for I keep little Company, and am daily 
in a pleaſing Expectation of ſeeing ſome 
of my Central Acquaintance.

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It is in this Retreat, that I have col- 
lected together the Particulars of my Ad- 
ventures; and it is on this Spot that I 
hope to finiſh my Days, unleſs ſome happy 
Accident carries me again to the Centre, 
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
